THE CHINESE. 


SIXTY CHINAMEN ATTACK THE FOREMAN OF 
A RAISIN RANCH—THEY DEMAND THE 
DISCHARGE OF WHITE MEN. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 4.—|Special.|—A 
few days ago M. L. White, foreman of the Mc- 
Pherson raisin ranch, three miles east of 
Orange, Los Angeles County, was attacked by 
about sixty Chinamen in the vineyard while 
picking up raisins. White knocked several of 
them down and defended himself till eight 
white men working near by came to his rescue 
with shovels. All the Chinamen then fled to 
their camp, waere they fortified and armed 
themselves with pistols. The boss Chinaman 
called on McPherson Brothers and asked them 
to discharge the white men, which they refused 
to do. Several of the Chinamen were dis- 
charged, and the rest went to work. There 
was some loud talk for awhile among the 
whites, but better counsel prevailed. The peo- 
ple of that section are excited over the event. 

SEATTLE, W. T.. Nov. 4.—([Special.|—Last 
week the District Court was occupied in hear- 
ing the case of Perry Boyne, alleged leader of 
the Squak massacre, indicted for murder in 
the first degree. A verdict of not guilty was 


rendered. Monday he will be tried for riot. 
Evidence published in full in the _ oity 
papers is clear and convicting. It is 


admitted the decision was influenced by anti- 
Chinese sentiment. Daniel Hughes is on trial 
on the same indictment by another jury im- 
paneled yesterday. Anti Chinese sentiment is 
not so violent here as in Tacoma. Yesterday 
800 Chinese were driven from Tacoma to Lake- 
view, nine miles distant, guarded by whites. 
The Chinese houses were burned today. It is 
expected that troops will be landed nere. 

Prominent members of the anti-Chinese Com- 
mittee of Fifteen were summonéd before the 
grand jury on the charge of intimidation. 

The meeting of the second anti-Chinese Con- 
grese, appointed for Olympia Nov. 24, was an- 
nounced in the labor organ tonight. A re- 
quest has been sent Gov. Squire for troops. It 
is possibie that they will be landed in Seattle 
within forty-eight hours. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 4.—Gov. Squire of 
Washington Territory today issued his procia- 
mation calling on alli the officersof tne law to 
preserve the peace of the Territory and protect 
the Chinese from abuses, and asking all law- 
abiding citizens, who have the interest of the 
Territory at heart, toassist in preserving its 
good name by suppressing the outrages upon 
the Chinese. The action of Gov. Squire in is- 
suing this proclamation is in view of the fact 
that Friday, Nov. 6, hug been fixed as the day 
on which the Chinese must go—according to 
mob orders. 


SENATOR SHARON DYING. 


THE WELL-KNOWN WESTERN MILLIONAIRE 
NOT EXPECTED TO LIVE THROUGH THE 
NIGHT. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 4.—[Special. — 
Senator William Sharon is not expected to live 
through the night. He has sent for his friend, 
Lloyd Tevis, the oapitalist, and also his law- 
yers. Hehas been ill with malarial fever at 
the Palace Hotel for several weeks, but it was 
not thought that the sickness would prove 
fatal until a few days ago, when he suffered a 
relapse, the facts of which were carefully kept 
from the public. 

{| William Sharon, elected a United States Senator 
for Nevada in 1876, was succeeded by James Gra- 
bam Fair March 4, 1881. Ex-Senator Sharon is a 
millionaire, a man well advanced in life, and the 
father of grown-up children. His residence 
is at Belmont, near San Francisco, in an 
elegant mansion, where many distinguished 
Americans and foreigners have been entertained. 
He was born in Smithfield, O., was fairly educated, 
and adopted the law as his profession. After some 
years he removed to Nevada, where he began busi- 
ness asa banker. He afterwards became atrustee 
of the Bank of California, San Francisco, and 
amassed his great wealth by sjiver-mining in 
Nevada. His wealth has been placed at $15 000,- 
000. He is quiet in dress and manners. He has 
weathered the financial storms on the coast in 
good shape. He liyes in a fine suite of 
seven rooms on the sixth floor of the P e 
Hotel in San Francisco, all gorgeously 
pnished. Here his meals are served, and here he 
lives as independently as though under a separate 
roof, his apartments watched over by the Celestial 
servant Ki, and bis Own person guarded by a mus- 
cular detective, who accompanies him wherever 
he goes, somewhat as Morosini used to attend Jay 
Gould years ago. 

Mr. Sharon recently figured in an unpleasant 
light in a divorce suit—one of the most interesting 
on record—brought by Sarah Althea Hill.]

THE EMPIRE STATE. — 


HILL’S PLURALITY IS 9,000—THE DROP IN 
THE INTERIOR—THE STALWART VOTE. 
ALBANY, N. F., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—Com- 

plete returns from about two-thirds of the 

counties of the State and judicious estimates 
from remaining counties indicate that Gov. 

Hill bas been elected by a plurality not far 

from 9,000. Little has been yet heard from 

the vote on other candidates on the State tick- 
ets, but a special effort was made to put Hill 
ahead, particularly in Chemung and other 
southern-tier counties, and the pluralities for 
other Democratic State candidates, except 

O’Brien for Attorney-General, will be consid- 

erably less than his. In some counties Gen. Carr 

leads Mr. Davenport, while in other counties Mr. 

Davenport leads Gen. Carr. The allied attack 

of saloonkeepers and Prohibitionists upon Sen- 

ator Edwerd B. Thomas nas had its effect. and 
the plurality of bis opponent, Attorney-Gep- 
eral O'Brien, will be the largest given in the 

State. Col. Wood for Secretary of State, Mr. 

Wadsworth for Controller, and Mr. Ulrich for 

Treasurer, appear to have a lead over the head 

of the ticket. There is not as yet sufficient 

differences in the vote to encourage the hope 
that part of the Republican ticket has suc- 
ceeded. 

The returns by. counties’ show that the Re- 
publican vote in the interior of the State fell 
off heavily, owing to the bad condition of the 
weather and the unfortunate indolence of Re- 
licans after a Presidential election. Gov. Hiil’s 
pluralities in New York and Kings will not 
vary 1,000 from those Cleveland secured. 

Returns from Oneida and Erie Counties com- 
pletely disprove the statement that factional 
feeling yet exists among Republicans, and that 
“stalwart dlades were swung against Mr. 
Davenport. The reduced Democratic majority 
in Brooklyn shows that the Independents in 
that city were earnest in their support of Da- 
venport. 

The Prohibitionists have increased their vote, 
and meagre returns warrant the statement that 
Bascom has polled upwards of 30,000 votes. 

The Greenback vote is small. 

The Legislature is Republican in both 
branches, the Senate standing Republicans 
twenty, Democrats twelve, and the Assembly 
Republicans seventy-five, Democrats fifty- 
three. The Evening Journal estimates that 
twenty Republican and twelve Democratic Sen- 
ators, and seventy-four Republican, fifty-two 
Democratic, and two Independent Assembly- 
men are elected. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 4.—|Special. |—The 
comments of the Democrats upon the result 
of the election in New York are of a very con- 
flicting and amusing character. Editor Pulitzer 
says that the majority for Hill is a condemna- 
tion of the President. Private-Secretary La- 
mont says that that majority is the President's 
vindication. Judge McCue of Brooklyn, So- 
licitor of the Treasury, who has just returned 
from campaign work for Hill, said, pointing to 
the White House: We owe it to that man. 
It was because the people had confidence in 
him that they voted for Hill. The victory 
1s an indorsement of the Administration.“ 
President Cleveland made haste upon 
arriving at the White House from the depot 
this morning to telegraph to Hill his congratu- 
lations. Yetit has throughout the campaign 
been conceded by all New York men who are 
best acquainted with the politics of that State 
that Cleveland did not desire the success of 
Hil. Now that the campaign is over, it ap- 
pears very clearly that the President’s order as 
to non-interference on the part of the official 
family in the elections wasasham. The Presi- 
dent not only made the ostentatious journey to 
Buffalo and gave a large sum of money, but 
nearly all the New York bureau and division 
officers and many clerks in the departments 
were actively epgaged in the work of machine 
politics. 

Representatives of the Knights of Labor 
claim that the public press in assigning reasons 
for the Democratic victory in New York has 
quite overlooked the importance of that secret 
organization as a factor in the result. One of 
the officers of this organization, who is also in 
the Government’s service, who has spent some 
days in New York and Brooklyn in the inter- 
ests of that organization, says that the Knights 
of Labor in New York and Brooklyn voted al- 
most with unanimity for Hill, and they will 
claim that the result was due to their efforts. 
The reason assigned for this decision on the 
part of the secret organization was that Mr. 
Hill in answering certain questions pleased 
them better than Davenport did when replying 
to the same interrogatories. 

One of Gen. Grant's flrmest political friends 
said today that he felt confident that one im- 
portant element in the Democratic victory in 
New York would be found to be the Stalwart 
He was 
confident that the Conkling men had worked 
against Mr. Davenport, as they did against Mr. 
Blaine. Aside from the Conkling faction be 
feit sure, from his information, that a large 
number of Stalwarts had voted in the same 
way, although not necessarily to follow Mr. 
Conkling. A letter from one of the best- 
posted Republican politicians in New York 
says that both Conkling and Arthur men helped 
the Democrats. 

THE PRESIDENT’S FACTOTOUM. 

Coil. Lamont said to a reporter: The result 
in New York shows that witbout the active ef- 
forts of the officeholders and the large fund 
drawn from them by political assessments the 
Republicans cannot carry the State of New 
York, and that henceforth it is reliably Demo- 
cratic. The Republican party, with the excep- 
tion of the loss of these factors, never went 
into a canvass in that State under more favor- 
able conditions. It was thoroughly united, its 
press was never more vigorous, and its ticket 
was a remarkable combination of vote-getting 
strength. Every part of it was an element of 
strength, and in my judgment it was 30,000 or 
40, 000 votes stronger than the ordinary Kepub- 
lican ticket in the State. The Republican 
strongholds were plowed over by Gen. Logan, 
Evarts, Sherman, Foraker, and all the speech- 
making talent in the party, and full local tick- 
ets were in the field in every county to draw 
out the vote. In addition to this, every 
voter in New York knew that for a long series 
of years, with rare exceptions, the party which 
bas carried che country in a Presidential elec- 
tion has lost New York at the succeeding eleo- 
tion. Under all these adverse conditions the 


victory won there by the Democracy is a re- 
markable one. Gov. Hill has made an exceil- 
lent Governor and well deserves the election.“ 
Respecting removais made in the State of New 
York, the Colonel said: “Fewer removals of 
Federal officials have been made in midterm 
proportionally in New York than in any other 
State, I think. This polioy Bas seemed the 
wisest to the President, Seoretary Manning, 
and Secretary Whitney, and was most cordially 
approved and urged by Gov. Hill. It has, too, 
been accepted as good judgment by the party 
in New York, which has full confidence in the 
President and his advisers. The victory in Vir- 
ginia and gains in other States Were alluded to 
by the Colonel as very gratifying to everybody 
connected with the Administration,

The 
complexion of the newly-elected Board of 
Aldermen will be seven elected by the County 
Democracy, eight by Tammany Hall, and 
five by the United Democracy, with four Re- 
publicans. The members elected by the United 
Democracy are of County Democracy ante- 
cedents. Of the three Coroners elected—Levy, 
Nugent, and Demorest—the first two named 
were Tammany Hall candidates. 

The result on Supreme Court is: Barrett, 
United nominee; on Superior Court, Sedgwick, 
Republican; on Common Pleas, Bookstaver, 
Tammany, and Strong, Republican; on City 
Judge, McAdam, Tammany, and Erlich, Coun- 
ty Democrat. 

THE BROOKLYN VOTE. 

Not only were the politicians surprised by 
the result of the election in Brooklyn, but the 
mass of the people were astoundea at Whit- 
ney’s large majority for Mayor. Up to the 


time that the polls were closed yes- 
terday it was confidently believed that 
Gen. Woodward, the Independent candi- 
date, bad polled from 20,000 to 25,000 
votes, and his small total of 12,537 remains un- 
explained. Many well-posted politicians ex- 
pected that the fight would ve entirely between 
Woodward and Whitney, and that Cat- 
lin would make a baa third. The cor 
rected returns show that Whitney got 48,851 
votes, Catlin 36,827, and Woodward 12,537, 


making Whitney’s majority over Catlin 12,024. 


That Woodward's canvass injured the Repub- 
lican candidate for Mayor is‘ an undoubted 
fact, Woodward drawing almost twice 
as many votes from the Republiean 
ranks as from the Democratic. The 
vote for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor in 
Kings County is a good deal of a disappoint- 
ment to Democrats. Hill's supporters expect- 
ed that be would receive a majority of at least 
13,000, and his majority of 9,687 is regarded 
with much disapprobation. In this county 
Jones ran ahead of Hill just four votes. 
ACTS AND FIGURES. 

The unofficial returns of the city vote were 
completed today as far as the Democratic and 
Republican candidates are concerned. They 
show that 199,120 votes were cast for Governor 
and 198,244 votes for Lieutenant-Governor. 
Davenport received 75,554, Carr 77,127, Hill 


123,566, avd Jones 121,117. Hill's ma- 
jority over Davenport was 48,012, 
and Jones’ majority over Carr was 


43,990. The total vote for Governor was much 
larger than that tor any local candidate. Thus, 
for Sheriff, 190,854 votes were cast; for County 
Clerk, 195,272; for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, 191.799; for Supreme Court Judge, 
192,842; and the average of the three Coroners 
191,564. * 

At the headquarters of the Republican State 
Committee the Hon. Mahlon Chance of Ohio 
was present. He attributed Mr. Davenport's 
defeat to the Blaine Irish Republicans and the 
solid vote of the Prohibitionists.

SUICIDE AT HIS FATHER’S GRAVE. 


A YOUNG MAN, ONE OF THREE HEIRS TO A 
MILLION, IN A FIT OF DESPONDENCY 
BLOWS HIS HEAD NEARLY OFF. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Nov. 4.—|Special.|—It was 
only yesterday that James W. Yandes was laid 
to his final rest in the grave in bis own yard 
by the side of bis wife and three children who 
bad preceded him. All the graves are together 
underneath the protection of a clump of 
young oaks, about 200 feet to the right of the 
Yandes family residence, and in their grounds 
on Main street, Dayton’s Bluff. Scarcely 
fifteen hours elapsed after bis father had been 
buried when Cyrus Yandes was found lying at 
the foot of his father’s grave, dead, from a 
gunsbot wound which he himself had inflicted. 

The details of young Yandes’ rash act can 
best be told in the words of a relative of the 
young man: Cyrus was of u quiet and sensi- 
tive nature, and was very much attached to 


his father, the two bemg more like brothers 
than father and son. He had been carefuliy 
trained by his father, until be had become ex- 
ceedingly well versed in business, although 
but 27 years old, and gave great prom- 
ise of making a mark. He had, how- 
ever, been in poor health for some 
time past, and bis father’s death 
came upon him very suddenly, causing a great 
sheck to his delicate organizatuon. He felt the 
responsibility of taking charge of the large es- 
tate and watching over his sisters’ interests 
deeply. and, as we now thiuk, must have breod- 
ed over bis loss considerably, until he brought 
on a species of temporary insanity. Early this 
morning, probably about 6:20, George Yandes 
of Indianapolis, an uncle of Cyrus, beard the 
report of a gun, but at the time thought noth- 
ing of it. Later, at bout 7 o' clock, 
Miss Minnie Yandes, rus’ sister, went 
to his room to call him, but 
received no reply, and, looking in, saw the 
room was empty. Happening to look out of 
the house in the direction of her father’s 
newly-made grave she saw an object which she 
thought, in the gray of the morning, resembied 
ber brother. and sue went to the door and 
called him, but received no answer. Hasten- 
ing to the spot, sbe was horrified to see her 
brother’s body iying at the foot of the grave, 
with the right side of his head almost com- 
pletely biown off. An empty shoteun lying 
beside the dead man told only too piainly how 
the terrible deed bad been done. While tno 
details of the act must ever remain a secret, 
yet, from the surroundings and all that can be 
gathered, it in probable that young Yandes 
stood at the foot of his father’s grave, placed 
a doubie-barreied shotgun with the butt on tho 
ground, the muzzle at bis chin, and fired the 
right-hand barrel by pressing down the trigger 
with bis foot with the result stated. He fell 
half backward and inclining to the right, with 
the wound downward, and when fourd looked 
as it he might have curled around the grave 
and gone to sleep. 

His father had left him and his two sisters, 
Misses Minnie and Annie Yandes, a large fort- 
une, variously estimated at from $300,000 to 
81.000. 000, and, as no will bas been found ana 
Yandes told bis uncie George yesterday that he 
knew of pone, it was supposec the property 
would be divided equaily among the three. 
The young man was unmarried, and conse- 
quentiy the entire estate will go to the two 
sisters. 

At the house this afternoon at 3 o'clock a 
short service was held at which only intimate 
friends of the family were present. The 
bodies of the entire family will shortiy be re- 
moved to Indianapolis for permanent inter- 
ment.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Noy. 4.—(Special.]— 
Cyrus Yandes, whose dramatic suicide at St. 
Paul startied bis reiatives today, removed from 
this city when but a lad, and bad passed out 
of the recollection of the people of 
this city, although his father was one of the 
most prominent merchants bere before bis re- 
moval to Minnesota. As yet the famiiy here 
have no details of the affair and the arrange- 
ments for the funeral are not complete.

THE RESULT. 
HOW IT IS REGARDED IN THE CITY. 

The headquarters of both parties were de- 
serted yesterday. The politicians visible were 
mostiy hanging around the county building. 
The Democrats, in the general wreck, thought 
the saving of one or two Commissioners was of 
little account. It might keep some Democratic 
county employés in office, but this was all. 
They charged the disaster partly to the policy 
of putting up a reform“ ticket and partly to 
the lukewarmness of the Democratic Federal 
Officers in not helping out the boys. W. M. 
Tilden’s defeat was cited as an awful warning 
to future Democratic conventions not to force 
silkstocking candidates on the party. The 
crushing set-back received by Hynes in his 
grab for the Superior Court Judgeship was ex- 
plained as due to the sharp division of his own 
countrymen. Evidences were abundant that 
the patriotic dodge had failed and the Irish 
vote bad split in the middle. The result, it was 
agreed, would end Mr. Hynes’ career as a 
politician, which has been marked in Chicago 
by an unbroken series of defents. 

With the adoption of the Election law most 
of the Democrats professed to be satisfied. 
According to their own stories they had all 
been for it, and the wonder was where the 
thousands of votes against the law had come 
from. There was much speculation regarding 
its effect on the Aldermanic elections next 
spring. 

Republicans generally expressed their satis- 
facuhon with the result. The success of the 
Election law. the victory of Garnett, and the 
reversal of the Democratic majority in the 
County Board were thought to be giory enough 
when the discouraging aspects of the cam- 
paign were reviewed. I am very sorry that 
Stone was not elected.“ said Col. George R. 
Davis. But there were several hundred 
voters in the: Fourteenth Ward who could not 
separate him from the toll-road. They would 
not listen to reason, as the vote in the Four- 
teenth shows. Still I think if a straight fight 
for the whole ticket had been made all over 
the city all the Republican candidates would 
have been elected. We did that out our way, 
and they all ran very closely together.“ 

Stone took his defeat in a manly way, saying 
that while in a few instances personal opposi- 
tion to him had been shown yet he had no com- 
plamt to make of his treatment at the hands of 
the party. The friends of Eddie Wall, while 
claiming bis election over Fortune, were quite 
sore towards the Fourth Ward, where be was 
badly cut. Had that ward given him the ful! 
party support they declared bis majority wouid 
have been heyond all question. The defeat of 
Seth Hanchett’s man (Hawley) by Geils in the 
Third Commissioner's District seemed to afford 
satisfaction to many Kepublicans, who said it 
was a neeaed rebuke for the Sheriff's office. 

The Republican leaders viewed the failure to 
elect ali the Commissioners in the city with 
some alarm. This would have given the Re- 
publicans a majority in the County Board 
which one member by trading with the Demo- 
crats could not upset. With only a nominal 
majority partly made up of men whose uncer- 
tainty has been already demonstrated their 
forebodings for the future were not without 
reason. They are now thinking of making 
McClaugbrey Chairman so as to hold him. 

At the Citizens’ Association rooms there was 
an interchange of cOngratulations over the 
adoption of the Election law. Secretary Am- 
bier and Attorney Beach of the association 
were especially gratified. It was said that 
bad the Democrats pot taken the trouble to 
print their tickets so the affirmative proposi- 
tion could be so easily torn off there would 
probably bave been no votes to speak of 
against the law.

MAILING THE RETURNS. 
THRIFTY ELECTION JUDGES WHO DECLINED TO 
WASTE MONEY ON STAMPS. 

The provision in the new Election law requir- 
Ing the judges of elections to forward one poll- 
book and tally-sheet to the Secretary of State 
at Springfield is destined to make the day fol- 
lowing elections a lively one atthe Post-Office. 
The judges seem to think that such papers 
ought to be sent free of cost, at least free of 
cost to them, and were disposed to throw the 
envelope containing them into the drop and 
et them go.“ but the most of them either 
put on the necessary stamps or asked advice 
before majling the packages. The full postage 
on each package is 28 cents and ten cents for 
registering, making in all 38 cents.

Each 
set of judges is provided with three envelopea, 
one of which is addressed to the Town Clerk, 
another to the Secretary of State, and the 
otber to the County Clerk. It might be natural 
to suppose that a judge of election would have 
sense enough to put the papers be desired to 
send to the Secretary of State in the envelope 
addressed to the Secretary of State, but this 
supposition proves to be a sort of vagary. The 
judge mailing such papers is also required to 
take a receipt, but many of them not only 
failed to do this, but threwin the envelope 
that should have gone to the Town Clerk and 
bearing his address in the belief that it would 
reach the Secretary of State anyhow. 
It seems that the idea of putting on 
one letter postage was suggested by Superin- 
tendent of Mails McGrath after a large num- 
ber bad been thrown in unstamped, anseaied, 
and improperiy addressed. It seems that the 
wax seals were broken in the fall through the 
drop into the basement. About a dozen pack- 
ages in Various condimons of wear, tear, and 
negiect are now in the bands of Gen. Pearson 
of the Inquiry Department, and messages have 
been sent to County Clerk Ryan and Secretary 
of State ‘Dement in regard to them. Many 
more such papers are yet to come, and unless 
the average improves it will appear that this 
crop of election judges require only a pair of 
ears to complete the resemblance to an animal 
that need not be named. 


MISSING AFFIDAVITS. : 
THOSE FROM A FIRST WARD PRECINCT CARRIED 
AWAY—AN INTERESTING LETTER. 

The tollowing letter was received with the 
returns from the Seventh Precinct of the First 
Ward at the office of the County Clerk: 

CHICAGO, Nov. 4, 1885.—T7o M. W. Ryan, County 
Clerk of Cook County—DEAR SIR: When you open 
the ballot-box of the Seventh Precinct of the First 
Ward of this city and inspect the envelope that 
Ought to contain the affiduvits as well ag the bal- 
lots, you will discover that the affidavits made and 
handed in with votes yesterday in this precinct are 
absent. The absence of those affidavits is ac- 
counted for in the following explanation: When 
the polls were closed Ald. William P. Whelan came 
into the room with two men, whom he introduced 
as watchers to watch the counting of the allots. 
These persons and Ald. Whelan himself placed 
themselves at the table and one of the so-called 
wutchers at once commenced handling and 
sorting the atfidavits while the judges 
were sorting and counting the number of 
tickets in order to find the agreement 
between their number and the poll-baok The 
affidavits were placed in one heap by the so-called 
watcher, and then Ald. Whelan, at the table and 
leaning over it, began loudly discussing, and dis- 
puting, and arguing, and making confusion. At 
once I noticed that the pile of affidavits had disap- 
peared. and I at once asked the so-called watcher 
where they were. He said he had them and would 
keep them. Not one judge in the room objected to 
that improper proceeding. Ald. Whelan again 
began disputing, and interrupting, and hindering 
the counting, and I demanded repeatedly that he 
retire from the room. But Ald. Whelan refused 
to retire until,ashe said, he was ready to go. 
I repeatediy called on the police to re- 
move Aid. Whelan from the room, but 
be was not removed. During the confusion 
created the counting was interrupted and the 
so-called watcher stepped from the room and the 
affidavits had disappeared. 1 at once accused that 
watcher as the person who had taken them. Ald. 
Whelan still disputed and interrupted, and I again 
demanded his removal. Then there was a iaugh 
among the Democrats, and when it was found that 
the affidavits were irrecoverably gone Ald. Whelan 
voluntarily went out, saying that he would not give 
me the satisfaction of going out on my demand. 

From this circumstance, the second that I have 
noticed of the same kind within a year, it would ap- 
pear necessary that the watchers introduced into 
the polling-room should be required to give their 
names and addresses so that stolen affidavits may 
be more readily traced. lam, sir, yours respect-

Mr. Vickers saidin answer toa question of 
a TRIBUNE reporter that when Whelan had 
first entered the room he demanded the re- 
moval of two watchers, known by Vickers to 
be good men, and that he made himself very 
disagreeable when Vickers insisted that they 
should remain. 

* When the so-called watcher had arranged 
the affidavits jun pile in front of bim Ald. 
Whelau turned bis back to the table and leaned 
back so that I could not see the man next to 
him. Ina moment he turned around and I 
saw that the affidavits were gone. Tho men in 
the room laughed. Whelan created more con- 
fusion, and the man slipped out of the room. 
I should know bim if I saw him, but do not 
know his name. I think, however, that he is 
knowoa to those present at the time.“ 

What was the motive for making off with 
the affidavits?’’ 

In case it should be found that any one of 
those voting on an affidavit was found to be 
not a legal voter the man who vouched for 
him could be prosecuted for perjury. There 
were seventy-one affidavits. Whelan, I think, 
vouched for about ten of these, though I 
would not be sure of the exact number. This 
is not as many as he usually brings to the 
polls. I numbered the affidavits and affixed 
the number of the baliot cast, so that it will 
be an easy matter to locate each one by means 
of the poil-book. This book I sent to the Sec- 
retary of State.“ 

The judges of election in the Seventh Pre- 
cinct were E. D. Robbins. Republican, and F. 
F. Ferry and M. Prendergast,. Democrats. The 
clerks were Charies Clark and R. H. Vickers. 

WHAT WHELAN SAYS. 

„It's a — lie,“ said Ald. Whelan. “TI 
wasu't in the room more than fives minutes, 
and went there to instruct the judges and 
clerks how to put the returns in the envelupes. 
This man Vickers wanted to run the whole 
thing, and I had a littie altercation with him, 
He wanted me to leave the room, and I toid 
him I would go when I got ready. He said 
some affidavits were missing, and I said to the 
police if anything is missing they bad better 
search everybody—that if any affidavits were 
missing they must be in the room. That ie all 
there was to it. Iwas not near the table and 
didn’t lean on it; nor did I see any affidavits, 
lasked James Sullivan to watch. He is the 
only one 1 spoke to. The other man hud been 
peddling tickets there. I don’t know bim. 
but be hangs out at Morrison's saloon. 
I vouched for only eight people al day. and not 
over fifteen Democrats voted on affidavits, 
while nearly every Republican swore his vote 
in. If anybody stole the affidavits it was the 
Republican notary and the tramp Republican 
judge. When I catch the fellow who wrote 
that letter I wiil smash his nose.“ 

OTHER STATEMENTS. 

“T was counting the baliots,”” said Miles 
Prendergast, one of the Democratic judges, 
and didn’t pay much attention to the affi- 
davits. The Republican judge sorted them

Who took them I don’t 
know. The other man sorted them out and 
the Republican judge sorted out the tickets. 
I didn’t pay any attention to the effidavits. 
The Republican notary helped the man sort 
them. I don't know what became of him. I 
didn't see bim leave the room. Work had 
been going ou for an hour when Whelan came 
in. The affidavits were gone before he came. 

„How do you know that?“ 

„Because I didn’t see any. It was spoken 
of when Whelan came in. He was not near 
the table, but stood by the stove.“ 

An effort was made to find the Republican 
judge to learn whether be sorted the bailots or 
affidavits, the statements on that point being 
contradictory, but it was unsuccessful. As 
Whelan can bring several witnesses to Vickers’ 
one, the latter will doubtiess be content to let 
the matter rest where it is, since he is power- 
less to do more than to expose the fact that the 
evidence of illegal voting, if the affidavits fur- 
nisbed any, hus been destroyed.

A QUARREL WITH PULLMAN, 


IT IS OVER THE AFFAIRS OF THE CENTRAL 
TRANSPORTATION COMPANY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 4.—(Special.]— The 
troubles between George M. Pullman and the 
other stockholders of the Central Transporta- 
tion Company today got into the courts in the 
shape of a bill in equity filed by that corpora- 
tion against Mr. Pullman and the Philadelphia 
Trust Company. The bill sets out that since 
October, 1877, the transportation company has 
deposited with the trust company $600,000; 
that this sum bas been deposited upon a decla- 
ration of trust which provides that the money 
shall only be paid upon a resolution 
ot a majority of the tockholders both in num- 
ber and interest. Its owners have adopt- 
ed a resolu uon for the payment 
ol the money upon the receipt ot the Treasurer 
ana President of the transportauon company 
in order that it may be divided among the 
stockholders to an extent suffisient to reduce 
the par value of their snares $12 a share. A 
direction in writing was signed by a majority 
in number and interest of the stockholders, 
and demand was made for payment, but re- 
fused by the trust company on account of a 
notice previously received from Mr. Pullman. 
The bill avers that Mr. Pullman's 
notice gives no good legal reason ior 
the refusal of payment and is a 
mere pretext to enable him to acquire a con- 
troiling interest in the corporation and thus 
defeat its claims against his palace-car com- 
pany. It declares that compliance with the 
notice is likely to cause incalculable loss to 
the transportation company, and therefore 
asks the court to decree that Mr. Puliman 
shall cancel his notice and order the trust 
company to pay over the money. Counsel for 
Mr. Puilman yesterday filed a bill of com- 
plaint in the United States Circuit Court 
against the Central Transportation Company 
and the Puiladeiphia Trust Company for the 
purpose of preventing the scaling of 
the stock, the par value of which is $50 per 
share. The complainant owns in his own 
right over 13,000 shares and bas been for the 
last six months the owner of more than 4,000 
shares additional, the total number of shares 
outstanding being 46,949. It is claimed that at 
the meeting 4,471 shares were improperly 
cuunted, without which the required amount 
could not be had, and that therefore, the vote 
to reduce the company’s capital stock to $38 a 
share and to return to the holderof each 
share the sum of $12 was invalid. Tue prayer 
of the bill asks, first, that the action of the 
stockholders of tbe transportation company in 
voting to accept the Constitution of Pennsyi- 
vania and the General Corporation act of April 
29, 1874, be deciared void; that the action of 
the stockholders in voting to reduce the cap- 
ital stock be deciared null and void. 


AN INHUMAN WRETCIH. 


HOW HE TREATED AN AGED FEMALE RELA- 
TIVE—HER RESCUER. 

New HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 4.—A case of in- 
human treatment was unearthed yesterday 
afternoon by Dr. Adams, agent of the Connect- 
icut Humane Society, who broke into the 
house of George Peck Jr., the family being ab- 
sent at Cheshire, Conn., and released Mrs. Caro- 
line Brooks, 84 years oid, a widow, who had 
been confined in a room there over two years.

ToLEDO, III., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—This morn- 
ing between 1 and 3 o’clock the court-bouse of 
Cumberland County, of which this is the county 
seat, was discovered to be on fire, the flames 
being all through the second story when they 
were discovéred. Its contents were entirely 
destroyed, not a leaf or book being saved. The 
building was of brick, the walls of which 
are still standing, and it is thought the buiid- 
ing could be replaced for $10,000. There was 
no insurance whatever on either building or 
contents, consequentiy the loss will be severely 
felt by Cumberland County, which is illy able to 
bear it at this time. A set of historical abstract 
records, owned by W. 8. Everhart of this place, 
is now the only record of Cumberland County in 
existence. The origin of the fire is unknown, 
but is supposed to be the work of an incendi- 
ary, as there were no fires in any of the offices 
after 6 p. m. 

New York, Nov. 4.—The fancy cabinet Hac- 
tory of Westerbrook Meyers, 351 East Sixty- 
first street, was destroved by fire last night, en- 
tailing a loss of $60,000 on stock and $28,000 on 
the building.

NO ADULTERATED TEA, 


In compliance with instructions from the 
Secretary of State United States Consul Pat- 
ton, at Osaka and Hiago, Japan, reports to the 
department that the days when teas were 
adulterated by the use of leaves of various 
plants similar in form and appearance have 
passed. No such methods are resorted to now. 
The character and quality of teas exported to 
the United States during the present season 
have been much superior to those of any 
former season and prices have correspondingly 
advanced. The improvement, Mr. Patton 
says, is due in large measure to the efforts of 
the Central Government of Japan, which re- 
alized the fact that it the tea trade was to be 
established as one of the leading industries of 
the country and become remunerative to the 
producer and dealer all attempts to palm off 
adulterated teas must be discountenanced and 
strictly torbidden. Hence official notification 
was promulgated from the Department of Agri- 
culture and Commerce to the several Provin- 
cial Governments, and by them communicated 
to the people, prescribing regulations for the 
establishment of tea guilds with a view of cor- 
recting all abuses and prescribing a course for 
the future government of the trace. 


THE COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE. 

Mr. Colman, Commissioner of Agriculture,

A VERY SAD CASE. 


SUFFERINGS OF A BOSTON MAN WHO SEEMS 
TO BE AFFLICTED WITH ON§ OF THE MOST 
VIRULENT CASES OF MOTHER-IN-LAW ON 
RECORD, 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 8.—Mrs. C. E. Shelley 
lives on the principal street of East Boston and 
advertises as a Spiritualistic medium. Mrs. 
Sheiley is the woman who, two years ago, laid 
claim to the estate of the miliionaire philanthro- 
pist barrister, Henry F. Durant, who founded 
Wellesley College. She has had a most re- 
markable career. Mrs. Shelley was an actress 
in early life. She claimed to have been 


married to Durant secretly at the Astor 
House in New Tork, and to have 


lived with him for a number of years 


in Boston before discovering that he had 
another wife also living in Boston. The story 
was one of the most remarkable ever told out- 
side the covers of Jules Verne’s novels, and 
there was not a link missing in the chain of 
evidence which she produced. Columns were 
printed about the case, and the most eminent 
lawyers in the country were engaged as coun- 
sel. It is believed that a large sum of money 
was paid by the Durant heirs to settle the 
claim, for it never came to trial. After ieav- 
ing Durant, Mrs. Sheliey was married to an 
army officer. Then sbe was a clerk in the 
Treasury Department at Washington, put there 
by the late Heury Wilson, with whose name 
hers is linked in unpublished history. Her 
daughter, towhom Henry Wilson ieft some 
property at Natick, married a portrait copyist 
named ©. H. Coverton. Mr. and Mrs. Cover- 
ton live with Mrs. Shelley. 

Mr. Coverton says: I came home tonight 
a little late from my work and when I entered 
the house I found there was trouble brewing. 
Neither my wife nor her mother would speak 
tome, and my mother-in-law ordered me to 
leave the house. Our bedroom is on the back 
side of the house, and I wanted to get in and 
see my children. I have three children—two 
boys and a girl, So I went around to the back 
side of the house, took off my shoes and over- 
coat and climbing up opened the window to 
our room and jumped in. I did not know my 
wife was in the room, but she was. When she 
saw me coming into the room through the 
window she began to scream ‘ Murder!’ 
‘Murder!’ Mrs. Shelley came back into our 
bedroom and wanted to know what I was 
doing there. ‘This is my room,’ I said. ‘No, 
it ain't,“ sbe said. 1 am going 10 stay 
here with my family,’ I said. *No, you 
ain't,“ she replied. With this she seized a 
hatchet and swore she'd kill me if I didn’t get 
out of the house at once. I appealed to my 
wife, but she turned against me, and her 
mother hit me a blow on the head which sent 
me spinning across the room, and followed it 
with another on my back. I got out just as 
soon as I could. I don’t know any reason for 
the trouble. My wife bas turned dgainst me. 
We can't live together. It is bell on earth. 
I married my wife in Jersey. When I first 
knew ber she went by the name of Ada Myers, 
I like her—yes, I may say, I love ber; but 1 
can't stand this. I do love my children very, 
very dearly, and I want to be with them. My 
wife is capricious. Sometimes she is in mor- 
tal hatred of her mother, and then, again, she 
will side with ber and turn againsc me. To- 
morrow I am going to hire a tenement, and if 
the law will allow me lam going to take my 
children. My wife can come if she wants to.“ 


A SPECULATIVE CRAZE, 


IT STRIKES THE BOSTON OPERATORS WITH 
UNUSUAL FORCE. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—[(Special.]—This has 
been a remarkably active day on Change. 
Never before in the history of the local stock 
exchange, and never in the whole financial bis- 
tory of Boston bas the business reached the 
enormous proportions of this morning nor 
have prices so generally made such sharp ad- 
vances. It seemed almost as if the New York 
market, with all its leading operators, had 
been transported bodily to Boston. It was a 
market of hundreds and thousands of shares 
rather than of tens and fifties, and the ad- 
vances were not, as usual, by sixteenths, 
eightbs, and quarters, but by ones, twos, and 
threes. Itwas not a brokers’ market, buta 
people’s market, and as such was beyond all 
control of the manipulators. The orders came 
faster than they could be filled, and as in the 
rapid trading the prices advanced beyond the 
limits fixed the limits were increased to meet 
the prices. The brokers’ offices, from the 
largest to the smallest, were thronged with 
customers, and with those, too, who were not 
customers, alleagerto wget in and take a flyer. 
Faces that have never been seen in 
financial circies before were met 
at every corner. Some of the most 
conservative principals who, as a rule, believe 
in and exercise the greatest caution, found 
themselves going with the crowd“ to get a 
good profit, regardless of the consideration as 
to whether they were taking a big risk or not. 
In short, it bas been, as one broker well puts 
it, „a grand craze, exceeding in size and ohar- 
acter any that has ever preceded it.’’ The com- 
mission houses have all profited well by it, and 
their orders, which all along of late have been 
remarkably large, have been doubly so 
today. As for the bear element, it is so 
small as to be insignificant, and the shorts (and 
a few were quite badly caught) find very little 
sympathy, after having had the indications 
given so clearly beforeband of what was com- 
ing. The session of the board, beside being 
the most active, was the longest on record, it 
being after 12 o’clock before the first call was 
finished and 1:11 p. m. before the hammer 
dropped on the final sale. The day, as a whole, 
is likely to be long remembered.

WISCONSIN—IRON-ORE MINING MATTERS— 
A BIG LOG CUT. 

ASHLAND, Wis., Nov. 4.—/Special.]—The last 
ten days found everything around the Milwau- 
kee, Lake Shore & Western iron-ore dock 
bustle and excitement. Eleven ore-vessels 
have arrived, loaded, and cleared for Cleveland 
or Chicago. Eight thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-one tons have been shipped to the dock 
from the nine different mines that are now in 
operation. 

A magnificent body of solid ore was struck 
at the Germania mine, near Hurley, last week. 
The deposit appears to be cone-shaped. When 
the shatt was down twenty-five feet deep the 
apex would seem to have been touched, the 
rim showing a width of ten inches, but at 8 
depth of fifty-nix feet the width of ore was 
twenty-two feet, and grew wider as the shaft 
was sunk farther down.

shortage of cars. Shipments from both Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul were substantially the 
same as during the preceding week, aggre- 
gating 609 cars, against 620 cars last week.

Ex-Police Bailiff Peter Hansbrough died at 
his residence, No. 278 Chestnut street, early 
yesterday morning from dropsy, complicated 
with other maiadies, from which he had long 
been a sufferer.

Hansbrough leaves a wife, to whom he was 
married six years ago, and an aged mother, 
both in comfortable circumstances. He was a 
member of the Policemen’s Benevolent Assoc- 
lation and of the Independent Order of For- 
esters. Funeral services will be beld from 
his late residence at 10 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing.

BAD INDIANS WHO WILL HANG—A STEAMER 
ASHORE, 

WINNIPEG, Man., Nov. 4.—|Special.]—Judge 
Rouleau of Battleford arrived here last night. 
The Judge tried forty-six Indian prisoners. 
Sixteen of these were discharged, twenty-nine 
were sent to the penitentiary for periods rang- 
ing between twenty and two years, and elev- 
en were sentenced to be hanged Nov.27. These 
were known to be concerned directly in the 
Frog Lake massacre. Of the eleven, the Judge 
says eight will be hanged for certain, but he 
thinks the sentence of two will be commuted, 
and a third also runs a good chance of saving 
bis neck. Most oftnose sentenced to death 
belonged to Big-Bear’s band. The Judge hinted 
that Big-Bear and Poundmaker were more 
deeply concerned in the events which led to the 
conviction of so many of the braves than was 
sbown by the evidence produced at their trials 
iu Kegina. Everything is quiet in the Battle- 
iord district. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 4.—The steamship Titania 
of the Donaldson Line, from Glasgow with a 
general cargo for Montreal, went ashore on 
Anticosti yesterday. The crow are lightering 
her, but the prospects of saving her are doubt- 
ful. 
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Three Unsuccessful Attempts to Arrest a 
Man Who Violated the Small- 
Pox Law. 


MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 4.—A few days Sago 
Sanitary officers proceeded to the residence of 
a man named Gagnon to remove his child. 
which was sick with smali-pox. Meeting with 
resistance, a warrant was issued. The officer 
was met by Gagnon, who carried a loaded re- 
volver in each hand. He threatened to shoot 
the officer if he crossed the threshold. The 
Officer, not being armed, retired. A second 
warrant was then taken out on a charge of 
“threatehing to shoot.” Constable Beaudon, 
with a single companion, again tried to serve 
the warrant, but this time found Gagnon and 
his wife armed, both of them carrying a re- 
volver in each hand. The officers once more 
retired. Last night Sergts. Moran and Carpen- 
ter, accompanied by six constables, surrounded 
the house. After the men had been properly 
placed in front and reur the sergeants passed 
through the kitchen door and found themselves 
in a low, narrow passage, with another door 
at the end. This was suddenly thrown open 
and Gagnon and his wife appeared again, 
armed, A parley took place, but to no use, as 
they threatened to shoot the first man that ad- 
vanced. The officers held a consultation, when 
the inner door was suddenly opened and a bul- 
let whizzed in close proximity to the sergeants’ 
heads. The offivers quickly got outside, and at 
this moment one of the up-stairs windows was 
thrown open and two mor? shots were dis- 
charged at the police. Though on the first ap- 
pearance of the constables there was no one 
around, by this time there was a dense crowd 
of sympathizers. Sergts. Moran and Carpen- 
ter now formed their men in line, at the same 
time shouting that they would shoot the first 
man attempting to dispute their passage. They 
then retreated, leaving Gagnon for the third 
time victorious. The health officials will to- 
day consult as to the advisability of taking the 
bouse by storm. 

The officiai returns at the health office today 
show thirty-one deaths from small-pox iu the 
city yesterday. ’ 

BisMaRck, Dak., Noy. 4.—(|Special.]—At a 
meeting of the Board of Health a resolution 
was passed requiring pupils of public schools 
to show evidence of recent vaccination either 
by inspection or certificate. The action was 
taken in view of the spread of smali-pox 
throughout the United States and its appear- 
ance along the Canadian border and the North- 
western States. No cases have been reported 
within several hundred miles of this city, but 


the board considered it wise to take precaution- 
ary steps. 


THE GALVESTON STRIKE. 


ALL BRANCHES OF TRADE AND COMMERCE 
PROSTRATED—THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR 
WILL BOYCOTT EVERY ONE IN CONFLICT 
WITH THEM—TROUBLE FEARED. 
GALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 4.—(Special.}—The 

general strike inaugurated by the Knights of 

Labor yesterday is still in full forve and effect 

tonight. The Knights of Labor heid a meeting 

last night and were in session until midnight, 
but nothing can be learned as to what 
action was taken, only their declaration that 
they will hold out until the Mallory Line yields 
and boycott every interest affecting the trade 
and commerce of the city until their terms are 
complied with. In pursuance of this deter- 
mination the Knights have taken possession of 
the shops and yards of the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fé and Missouri Pacific Railways, and 
all freight traffic upon their lines in and 
about Galveston is completely suspended, all 
freight engines being sent tothe houses as fast 
as they arrive. All laborers upon the 
wharves and cotton compresses have sus- 
pended and the city has a holiday 
appearance. Thousands of idle men are 


upon the streets. The Knights of Labor 
have appointed 200 Knights as guards 
to watch and protect the property of various 
corporations which have been boycottec. Capt. 
Sawyer, agent of the Mallory Line, when inter- 
rogated upon the situation, said: We have 
no ships in and bave nothing to do. Should 
anything, bowever, occur tu change the status 
of things I will advise you at once.“ 

President Sealy of the Gulf, Colorado & Santa 
Fé said his company had no differences with 
the Knights of Labor. All troubles had been 
amicably adjusted. The Santa Fé had, how- 
ever, been included in the boycott scheme and 
all freight traffic out of Galveston was stopped. 

Mr. J. E. Golbraith, Assistant General Freight 
Agent of the Missouri Pacific system, stated 
that all work was suspended. The Knights of 
Labor had no grievance against his road. It 
is, however, reliably stated tonight that 
the various corporations affected by the 
strike have determined to resist 
the demands of tue Kulgbts of Labor, 
holding that che ground upon which the strike 
was organized does not justify them in deciar- 
ing and enforcing a boycott upon the entire 
trade and commerce of Galveston. The Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Company have 
sent. telegraphic orders to all the ir 
agents in Texas to cease receipting 
for cotton destined for Galveston, and 
it is expected the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fé 
and all other railway lines in Texas will issue 
similar orders. This will entail beavy loss 
upon the trade of Galveston, as ber cotton re- 
ceipts this season have averaged 8.000 bales 
duily. Besides sailing vessels in port for 
cargoes there are now seven foreign 
steamers partly laden with cotton whose de- 
mands for demurrage will be heavy in conse- 
quence of the boycott. Thus far the strike 
bas been conducted quietiy, but the-color line 
is being drawn and the tension is becoming 
strained. The least overt act upon the purt of 
negro laborers would precipitate a conflict which 
would result in a bloody contest, as the colored 
men are determined to maintain their rights. 

The Galveston Typographical Union has 
fallen under the displeasure of the Knights of 
Labor and bave been boycotted because they 
refused to join in the strike. 

An effort was made this morning to prevent 
publication of the News, but it proved futile, 
as the doors of the press-room were closed and 
barred, and the paper appeared as usual. The 
Evening Tribune, however, was compelled to 
come out this evening on the half-sheil. 

The Knights are in secret session again to- 
night. What tne outcome will be no one can 
foretell. 


NO DEMAND FOR FLOUR. 


THE MILLERS ARE WAITING FOR A BOOM. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 4.—!Special.|— 
The Northwestern Miller will say Friday: 

The flour demand is so dull as to be hardly wor- 
thy of the name so far as remunerative offers are 
concerned, but by shaking up buyers everywhere, 
fighting railroads, and making slight concessions 
millers manage to keep their heavy production 
pretty well sold up. The market is undoubtedly 
in shape to make a boom as soon as foreigners be- 
gin to raise bids and show a disposition to buy 
freely. A heaithy general advance in wheat would 
greatly help flour. but the one-sided bulges 
which have occurred of late have done it more 
harm than good by far. Quotations at the mills 
for car or round lots are: Patents, 24.855. 10; 
straights, 64. 50 4.75; first bakers’, $4.00@4.20; sec- 
ond bakers’, $3.25@3.60; best low grades, $2.15@2.40 
in bags; red dog, $1.50@1.60 in bags. Under press- 
ure of the most adverse condiuon of trade the 
milis have begun to slacken their pace and al- 
low the flour production to wane. The 
decline, however, has not yet become very marked. 
The stoppages looked for at the close of our report 
a week ago failed to take place, and beyond a 
small loss in output the operation of the week was 
upvaried. The total output reached 162,654 bar- 
rels, averaging 27,019 barreis daily, as against 1638,- 
109 barrels the preceding week and 15,600 barrels 
for the corresponding time in 1884. The produc- 
tion tor the corresponding week last year was the 
heaviest on the crop. Anchor ice is ex- 
pected soon to make its appearance, and 
that usualiy makes for a greater or less period the 
operation of the milis laborious and expensive. 
With acomparatively dry fall, low water during 
the winter is regarded as more than provable, The 
millers therefore think that it is better for them to 
run now while everything is in their favor in this 
respect and hold their flour than to shut down and 
take the chances of low water, etc., later on. Asa 
result no general shutting-down may be looked 
for before Nov. 15 or 2. There are 
some firms that yet have a few orders 
to run on and others have begun to store little 
home. The exports of four from Minneapolis for 
October were 222,758 barrels, which does not in- 
clude about 10,000 barrels that went to Canada.

THE EFFECTS OF CHRiISMAMERISM. 

The Republicans have elected two of the 
four County Commissioners in the city and 
lost one in the country district which gave 
three-fourths of its vote to the Republican 
ticket last fall. Their inability to elect all 
five of the Commissioners was caused by the 
failure of the convention to nominate five 
candidates satisfactory to the rank and file of 
the party. A clique of intriguing, wire- 
pulling machine managers foisted Commis- 
sioner nominations upon the party without 
any regard to the necessity of selecting men 
who could be relied upon to reform the 
County Board radically. The Republican 
masses demanded men who would break up 
rings, stop the extravagance which has 
bankrupted the County Treasury, select 
honest grand and petit jurors, better 
the management of the public insti- 
tutions, and put an end to official 
blackmail and commissions.“ Their disap- 
pointment in the nominations made by the 
machine was so great that it took the form of 
open revolt, and, in the face of urgent ap- 
peals which were made for a large vote in 
order to save the Superior Court Judge and 
carry the Election law, it was only possible 
to bring out a scanty half of the Republican 
voters, and thousands of these scratched their 


tickets. That is the effect of Chrismamer- | 
ism in manufacturing machine candidates for 


the people to elect. If the County Conven- 
tion had nominated four first-class citizens 
the Republican vote would have been 10,000 
larger, and there would have been no scratch- 
ing and no doubt of the result. 

An equally gross and damaging mistake 
was made in the Third Commissioner Dis- 
trict, which allowed a court bailiff without 
any known qualifications for the office to 
ring himself in on the party, crowding out 
honest and useful Senne. Had the Central 
Committee, instead of giving each of the 
seven townships of that Commissioner district 
only one delegate to the Commissioner Con- 
vention, directed each township to elect 
five or six delegates, making a District Con- 
vention of some forty delegates, the result 
would have been very different. No fellow 
like Hawley could have wormed himself in 
on the district. As it was, the small-potato 
Hawley bought or bamboozled three of the 
seven delegates, and securing a fourth one in 
some manner had a majority of the seven, 
run himself in, and crowded out Senne. The 
Republicans on the outside, seeing the danger, 
tried in vain to induce him before he had 
foisted himself on the ticket to withdraw in 
favor of Mr. Allen of Hanover, the old County 
Treasurer and a first-class man, but he re- 
fused. He was sure, however, that he 
would be elected,” and the result was that he 
was beaten two to one in a district that is 
three to one Republican! That is what 
he and the ringsters have got for their 
trickery at the hands of the indignant 
German farmers of that district. If 
four first-class men had been nominated 
in this city they would have been elected by 
5,000 majority and Senne or Allen would 
have gone in by an overwhelming vote. The 
result would have been five Republicans de- 
voted to reform in place of two, one of whom 
has barely scratched in. Had it not been for 
the apprehension that it might. defeat Gar- 
nett for Judge and imperil the Election law 
the Republican press would not have sup- 
ported the Commissioner ticket, but would 
have helped to smash it to flinders. The 
next time the machine men make a ticket 
they will do well to remember this instance 
of public indignation. Another dose of 
Chrismamerism will not be swallowed even to 
the extent of the last. 


THE EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT. 

It is understood that the agitation of the 
eight-hour movement, which has been in 
progress for several years, is about to take a 
practical shape. The leaders in the agitation 
are said to have arrived at the conclusion that 
it is advisable to make a general demand for 
a reduction of the hours of labor in the 
United States to eight hours per day, and 
that they are now engaged in the effort to 
induce the workingmen of the country to 
unite in a demand for such reduction, to take 
effect with the beginning of May next. 

There is some reason to expect that eight 
hours will be the measure of an ordinary 
day’s work at some time in the not distant 
future—probably within the lifetime of many 
of our readers. The introduction of ma- 
chinery for the performance 6f processes 
hitherto achieved by hand labor is supplant- 
ing the latter at a rate which is limited only 
by the purchasing power of the masses, who 
cannot consume if they do not earn. And it 
is they who consume the great bulk of all 
that is produced, the aggregate purchases of 
the rich being but a small part of the whole, 
though their buying may be individually 
large. This fact not only acts as a 
restriction on the increasing use of 
machinery, but in something Aike the 
same ratio it necessarily retards’ the intro- 
duction of the eight-hour scale, because the 
worker is obliged to pay for an article what 
it has cost to produce it, including an allow- 
ance for the items of supervision of the man- 
ufacture, distribution of the product, and the 
use of the capital, which is nothing more 
than the accumulated results or profits of 
labor in the past. Hence the average worker 
cannot afford to labor for only eight hours 
per day, whatever pecuniary scale of wages 
might be determined on. It is all well 
enough for the advocates of the change to 
claim that the employers can be forced to pay 
the same rate of weekly wages as now fora 
smaller numberof hours, because the reduc- 
tion of time would so much decrease competi- 
tion among the workers as to pratically enable 
them to dictate terms to the employers. It 
is by no means certain that this claim could 
be substantiated, but, supposing it could be, 
the situation would not be improved there- 
by. The result would be simply to increase 
the cost of production by so much, and the 
workman must pay more for everything he 
consumed—except for those articles which 
would be produced by men and women una- 
ble to insist on the eight-hour system for 
themselves and thus be placed at a double 
disadvantage. It would cost a greater num- 
ber of dollars to build houses on the new 
plan, and higher rents would be a necessary 
consequence; because an influx of labor 
from the Old World, anxious to share in the 
benefits of the new system, would in- 
crease the competition for present ex- 
isting houseroom, and no one would build 
more unless assured of a reasonable return 
for the outlay. Similarly, the price of cloth- 
ing, of boots and shoes, of bread, and beer, 
and tobacco, and nearly everything that the 


worker has to buy with bis wages, would 
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these things would cost more to produce 
and would not long continue to be pro- 
duced at a loss to the employer of labor. It 
may be thought that the price of farm prod- 
uce would not be increased, as the worker on 
the farm could not avail himself of the com- 
bination. This is a cruel suggestion, as 


the farm laborer already feels himself 


at a disadvantage as compared with 
the worker in the city. But the ar- 
gument is not a sound one, The farmer 
has to buy his supplies from the city, in- 
cluding his agricultural implements, and he 
would soon be compelled to pay more for his 
labor, as there would be a decided influx of 
workers from the country into the cities, the 
temptation to crowd in being then much 
greater than itis now. The inevitable re- 
sult of all this must be a speedy leveling to 
conditions in which the inequalities would be 
about as great as they are at present, and the 
average worker would be all the worse off 
for the change—the principal pecuniary 
feature of which would be a marked lessen- 
ing in the purchasing power of the dollar, 
the same in kind if not in degree that would 
have followed the adoption of the prpposal 
to issue an unlimited quantity of greenbacks 
at the flat of a lot of foolish men. 

To add to the mischief, the greatest of all 
the sufferers by the change would be those 
of the workers 1 their families), who, by 
continuous industry and close economy, have 
succeeded in laying up a few dollars as pro- 
vision against a rainy day.” It would be 
equivalent to robbing them of 20 per cent of 
the accumulation from their hard earnings, 
because the total would buy that much less 
than before the change. We need scarcely 
add that the corresponding reduction in the 
effective value of the capital used by the em- 
ploying class in the conduct of their business 
would equally redound to the loss of the em- 
ployés, or that another phase of the result 
must inevitably be a flooding of the market 
here with ' the pauper labor of Europe,” and 
thus necessitate a speedy return to the former 
level. 


We think that a candid consideration of 
the facts in the case, as here hinted at, will 
convince all but the least reasonable among 
the working classes that their worst enemies 
are the men who are urging the adoption of 
the eight-hour rule next summer. They are 
not ready for it, or rather we may say that 
the conditions which may render it advisable 
at some time in the future have not yet ar- 
rived. Hence the movement, even if it 
could be carried out successfully as proposed 
by these who advocate it, would do much 
more harm than good to the very class in 
whose interest it is ostensibly undertaken. 


THE NEW YORK ELECTION. 

For thirty years the State of New York 
has been a debatable ground, with its general 
drift towards Democracy since the War 
period ended. Fourteen Gubernatorial elec- 
tions have now been held since the Repub- 
lican party was organized, and each party 
has carried seven, the most emphatic Repub- 
lican victories being won during the War 
epoch, when the party had the benefit of 
Democratic accessions. Since 1874 the Re- 
publicans have had but one Governor (Cor- 
nell, in 1879, when the Democrats ran two 
candidates), and the drift of the State has 
been so steadily in their direction that the 
Democrats now claim it in their column. 

The reasons for this are not far to find. 
New York City is the dumping-ground for 
Europe. Tens of thousands of Irish have 
poured into it, been naturalized, and are now 
known as ** Tammany,” an organization at 
least 80,000 strong. The Italians and French 
are also very numerous and are solidly 
Tammany Democratic. The Germans also 
mainly all vote the Democratic ticket there. 
Th? few Republicans among them have 
neither an organ nor an organization. Be- 
sides these there are some fifteen or eighteen 
thousand American voters in the city who act 
with the Democrats, and, with the thirty or 
forty thousand Germans and a few Irish, 
constitute the other faction called the Coun- 
ty Democracy.“ Out of the 140,000 Demo- 
cratic voters of that city fully 120,000 are 
‘* foreigners,” and their numbers are con- 
tinually increasing, as their sons vote with 
them and more and more of their relatives 
arrive from Europe. New York has thus 
become really an Irish city under the rule of 
Tammany Hall. It has an Irish Mayor 
and an Irish Sheriff and many of the Judges. 
The Irish control the Council, the Police, the 
Fire, and the Street Departments, and most 
of the offices, as they do in Boston and New 
Haven. 


Brooklyn is in the same political condition 
in a lesser degree. It gives a Democratic 
majority of from 9,000 to 12,000. Three- 
fourths of the Democrats there are Irish. 
They have also swarmed over into Connecti- 
cut, and hold New Haven and other cities in 
sufficient strength to make Connecticut a 
Democratic State. Westchester County, ad- 
joining New York, and all the river towns 
up to Troy and Albany are also under Irish 
control, and consequently are Democratic 
strongbolds. 

Arrayed against Tammany is the County 
Democracy,” composed of Americans, Ger- 
mans, and a few Irish, whose only political 
object is to contest the local offices with the 
Tammany Irish. The two factions hate each 
other cordially. The Republicans being in a 
hopeless minority in the city, there is no 
necessity for compromise or union between 
the factions, and there is nothing to abate 
the fierceness of their rivalry. Their only 
object is to outvote each other and seize the 
local offices, and for this purpose to call out 
as big a vote as possible on each side so as to 
monopolize the consumption of the revenues, 
which now are swollen to about $33,000,000 
per annum, and which are sufficient to give 
employment to 20,000 officeholders of all 
sorts. 


Under conditions like these the Democrats 


have a solid and reliable majority of at least 
60,000 on both sides of the river. Around 
the bay they control 5,000 more. In the 
range of river towns from Albany down to 
New York there is an additional 5,000, so that 
the Republicans have a fixed, unyielding ma- 
jority of at least 70,000 to overcome with 
their vote west of Albany. In other words, 
except under extraordinary circumstances, 
this majority is a little more than that from 
the rural districts. 


The Republicans, carrying a majority ot 


the counties, still retain control of the Legis- 
lature, and will be able to make the laws, 
subject to the Governor’s veto, but this fear- 
ful foreign majority around the Bay of New 
York has swamped them on the State ticket. 
The savage effort of the two factions to 
get control of the local offices added 
to their strength on the State ticket, 
which both factions supported. The only 
hope of Republicans in the future lies in the 
nomination of a man of extraordinary popu- 
larity like Mr. Blaine, but who can at the 
same time command the mugwump vote. 
This vote Mr. Davenport had, but, whatever 
it may have amounted to, it was far more than 
offset by the Blaine Irish,” who went back 
to their allegiance all over the State. 

This fall. as in 1884. the Republicans also 


State like New York, the chief city of 
which would vote down a prohibition amend- 
ment by more than 100,000 majority if it 
were ever submitted, and if carried would 
trample its enforcement under foot. Their 
vote last year was 25,000, more than nine- 
tenths of it Republican, and this year it will 
probably reach 40,000. With such tre- 
mendous Obstacles confronting the Repub- 
licans, the chief among them being the Irish 
obstacle in the alien City of New York, it is 
needless to look further for the causes of 
their defeat. The only wonder is that it was 
not worse. 


CHEAPER GOLD AND SILVER. 

A new method of reducing ores, and one 
which is claimed to be a great impiovement 
on previously existing processes, is said to 
have been recently discovered; and that as 
the result of an accident. The discoverer 
was examining a piece of gold-bearing quartz 
and let it fall into a dynamo which was in 
motion at the time. As it was not conven- 
ient to stop the dynamo he allowed the 
quartz to stay there till next day, when he 
was agreeably surprised to find that the gold 
had been melted out of the rock and had run 
into a button by its side. Acting on this 
hint, the Professor instituted a series 
of experiments which resulted in the 
separation of gold, silver, copper, and other 
ores, the agent employed being the electric 
current in a form so much concentrated that 
its intensity resembles that of the lightning 
stroke. It is only philosophical to expect 
that the same agency will be made available 
in the reduction of other ores, and that the 
long-vexed problem of the metallurgists is 
solved at last. If there be no mistake in the 
matter the dynamo will ere long supplant the 
use of quicksilver at the mines as a means of 
extracting the precious metals from their 
containing ores, though the stamping-mill 
will still be required to facilitate the work of 
reduction. 

It may be thought that the new process of- 
fers no advantages over the melting of the 
ores by means of furnace heat, as has long 
been done when the matrix is rich enough to 
pay the expense. But the great point in 
favor of the electric process is that the rocky 
material does not need to be melted at all, as 
must be done in the furnace. The electric 
current acts only on the metal, except as that 
loses a portion of its heat by contact with the 
baser matter—the current avoiding the latter 
as having a very poor conducting power in 
comparison with the metallic part of the 
ore. The difference is very much less 
than the cost of converting into elec- 
trical force the power that resides in 
the coal instead of the more ready conver- 


sion into steam-power simply. One very im- 


portant result of this must be the cheapening | 
| through by a small majority. We rejoice, 


of the precious metals to an extent compar- 
ing with the decreased cost of producing most 
of the articles that are bought with money. 
The introduction of machinery has thus far 
elfected a vastly greater change in the value 
of food and clothing than in that of the pur- 
chasing medium, and as a consequence the 
dollar is very much dearer; that is, it will 
buy a great deal more than it would a few 
years ago. The tendency should now be 
towards restoring the equilibrium, so that the 
expression The dollar of our daddies ” will 
be understood as a reference to purchasing 
power rather than to the narrower description 
of a mass containing a stated number of grains 
in weight. We may add, however, that un- 
der present existing conditions of supply the 
increase in the available quantity of silver 
would be likely to exceed vastly that of the 
more precious metai and much augment the 
complexity of the problem how to make one 
of them a gage of the value of the other. A 
few years ago it would have been very diffi- 
cult for the average man to see that a change 
in the volume of the supply of a precious 
metal, and a smaller cost of obtaining it, 
would cause a revolution in our estimates of 
value of a given quantity of gold or silver. 
But the world is wise enough now to know 
that the value of a useful artiele is pretty ac- 
curately measured by the cost of producing 
it, and that if diamonds were as plentiful 
as stones they would be as cheap.” 


NOW RETIRE THE PERPETUAL Al- 
DERMEN, 

The emphatic indors€ment of the new City 
Election law at the polls Tuesday is a healthy 
political indication. Despite the treachery

Loxpox, Nov. 4.—|Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.]—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Cable News bas succeeded in 

to London by à circuitous route a 
letter which, although it is now five days old, 
gives a more graphic, plausible, and impartial 
statement of the attitude of the European 
Powers in regard to the Balkan troubles than 
bas yet been published. The correspondent 
gates that the Russian censorship of press 
telegrams is more rigorous than ever before, 
gnd the censors have become so skillful in 
reading cipber dispatches that the tele 
graph is practically useless to news- 

correspondents. During the Afghan 
excitement of last spring the correspondents at 
St. Petersburg and elsewhere in Russia had 
their choice of four or five excellent cipber 
codes which would convey important items of 
news while baving the appearance of ordinary 
commercial dispatches. Every one of those 
codes is now in the possession of the Russian 
Government, and as every telegraph employé 
in the Empire is also & Government official, 
there is a sharp watch kept all along the 
une for contraband news. Any dispatch that 
appears ambiguous is detained and an- 
alyzed dy comparison with tne codes. If 
s word which ig in any of the codes 
is found in the dispatch, the dispatch is quiet- 
jy stifled, although the correspondent may 
bare paid in advance $50 or $100 to have it 
sent. Sometimes the correspond nt is informed 
of the reason why bis dispatch has been sup- 
pressed, but this is considered an extreme in- 
stance of official courtesy. The tolls are never 


refunded. 
AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA. 

From the information contained in this letter 
it is evident that there is an intense and grow- 
— = ing bostility between Austria and Russia. It 
is also made clear that all Europe is engaged 
in an endeavor to conceal this fact and 
to minimize the danger of the situation. The 
speeches of Francis Joseph and Count Kalnoky, 
the pacific utterances of M. de Giers, and the 
soothing articles by the German official press, 
all have a purpose and tendency to keep the 
other Powers quiet, in a sort of fool’s paradise, 
until Austria and Russia are ready for war. 
In St. Petersburg war is looked upon as a cer- 
talnty and Bulgaria is generally regarded as 
the probable battlefield. The consensus of 
opinion in the official and military world of 
Russia is that Austria is using Servia 
as a cat’s-paw, not to capture Bulgarian 
territory, but to paralyze the Balkan Confer- 
ence at Constantinople by showing the Ambas- 
sadors that war is imminent. It is also univer- 
sally believed in Russia that England is privy 
to this scheme and is abetting Austria in her 
maneuvres to get a better position than Russia 

in preparation for the inevitable conflict. 

RUSSIA THOROUGHLY ORGANIZED. 

The activity of war preparations in Russia 
continues unabated, and, witu the splendid 
state of efficiency in which the army was put 
last boring in view of a possible war with En- 

gland and the steady drill and discipline since 
; 1 maintained in every department, it is doubtful 
i the Russian army was ever before better or- 
gavized or equipped for a ggeat war than it is 
at the present moment. 
IMPORTANT NEWS EXPECTED. 

No information of actual bostilities between 
the Servian and Bulgarian troops on the tront- 
jer has yet been received by the Servian Min- 
ister at London, but be is momentarily expect- 
ing news of an important collision. Military 
circles in London and Berlin are skeptical 
about the prospects of a fight, in view of the 
frequent canards which have been set afloat to 
further diplomatic or stock-jobbing purposes. 

IMPORTANT DISPATCHES TO SALISBURY. 

A number of important dispatches from Vi- 
enna and Constantinople were received at the 
Foreign Office today.

LORD SALISBURY’S BOLD BID FOR THE PRO- 
TECTIONIST VOTE. 

Lonpon, Nov. 4.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. |—Lord Salisbury delivered 
& Speech in Victoria Hall, London, this even- 
ing. He just managed to reach London in 
time to dispatch a hasty meal at the Carlton 
Club and hurry off to Victoria Hall, where he 
was announced to speak to the unwashed mul- 
titude of the new cut. The hall was well filled, 
although the crowd did not compare in 
numbers with that which greeted 
Mr. Chamberlain a few weeks ago in and around 
the same building. Lord Salisbury appeared 
on the platform with his arm in a sling, as be 
is still suffermg from the wound caused by 
burfiing an abscess out of his arm last week, 
and he was received with wonderful en- 
thusiasm. He denied that the Tories wished 
to tax cereals, but said that free trade 
should not prevent an arrangement of 
duties in order to place Engiand on a 
footing with other nations, to take a hypothet- 
ical case: If Spain refused to admit English 
manufactures, but admitted those of other 
countries, the raising of the duties on Spanish 
wines by England would not bean infringe- 
ment of free-trade principles, but would be a 
justifiable retaliation. Nor shou!d England be 
prevented from aitering her tariffs in order to 
benefit ber colonies. The speech is considered 
a bold bid forthe protectionist vote. 

STEAD’S TRIAL DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 

The trial of Mr. Stead, editor of the Pall Mall 
Gazette, and the other defendants in the Arm- 
strong abduction case was resumed today. 
Mr. Charies Russell, counsel for the defense, 
declared that taking the child Eliza away with 
her mother’s consent was no crime, but the 
Judge held otherwise. Mr. Stead, who acts as 
his own counsel, made a powerful speech to 
the jury, dweliing particularly on the right- 
eousness of his motives in the transactior.s re- 
specting the girl, and defended the action of 
Mrs. Jarrett in refusing to betray her confed- 
erate. 

Mr. Stead claimed that the revelations of the 
Pall Mall Gazette aroused the indignation of the 
public and enabied the Attorney-General to se- 
cure the passage of the erimmal law amend- 
ment bill so as to reach such Cases as was men- 
tioned in the Gazette. 

Mr. Jacques, one of the defendants, here 
arose and exclaimed excitedly: He now

Pirie, D. D., minister of Slains, Aberdeenshire, was 
born in that village July 26, 1804, and educated at 
the University of Aberdeen. He was appointed 
minister of Dyce in 1830; Professor of Divinity in 
the University of Marischal College, Aberdeen, in 
December, 1548; and minister of Grayfriars, Aber- 
deen, in September, 1846 On the union of the 
Universities of Marischal and King’s Colleges, 
Aberdeen, he was declared Professor of Divinity 
and Church History in the united university (1860). 
In 1877 he was nominated by the Crown Principal 
of that university, of which he is also Vice-Chan- 
ceilor. |

[Francisco Serrano y Dominquez, Duke de la 
Torre, Marshal of Spain, was born at San Fernando, 
near Cadiz, in 1810, and acquired his 
military experience in the War of Inde- 
pendence. Devoted to the interests of Queen 
Christine, he assisted in bringing about the fall 
of Espartero in 1843. In 1846 bis name was mixed 
up in a scandal with that of Queen Isabelia. He 
joined the Liberals and in 1854 was exiled for be- 
ing implicated in a rim at Saragossa, 
but quickly returned and was in 
favor again at Court, being Ambassador to 
Paris, Colonel-General of Artillery, and Captain- 
General of Madrid. He was a priacipal actor in 
the revolution of 1868 ana was Regent until Prince 
Amadeo accepted the Spanish Crown. He has been 
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ranged between Princess Eulalie, the youngest 
sister of King Alfonso, and Prince Antonio, 
the son of the Duke of Montpensier.

BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


PROF. MERRIMAN CENSURED FOR CHAS- 
TISING THE DAVENY BOY—OTHER BUSI- 
NESS. 

The Board of Education met last night, Mr. 
Kraus in the chair, and all the members pres- 
ent except Mr. Brenan. 

Mr. Stensland of the Committee on Schools 
and Grounds asked for an order directing that 
the walls of the Cottage Grove School-House 
be raised so as to give room for a ball above 
the school-rooms. The order was given. 

Mr. Stewart of the Teachers’ Committee re- 
ported an interesting case of violence on 
the part of A. N. Merriman of the Hayes 
School, the victim being a boy named Edward 
Daveny. The report sets forth that the as- 
sault was committed immediately after the 
adjournment of the school for the day. The 
Principal had left the building and had pro- 
ceeded some distance on his way home when 
his attention was arrested by loud 
and derisive cries in which his name 
was used uttered by a boy at one 
of the windows of the school building. A 
large number of pupils and several teachers 
who were near the building heard the con- 
temptuous language. The boy, Edward 
Daveny, was a pupil of the schoo! who bad re- 
mained in the building at the time to assist his 
older brother, who wasin the employ of the 
janitor of the building, engaged in sweeping. 
The Principal iearned the name of the boy 
trom the teachers present, and immediately 
entered the building, took hold of the boy, and 
slapped his face three times with his band. 

The report says: “Your committee con- 
demn in emphatic terms the action of Mr. A. 
N. Merriman, the principal, in using personal 
violence, and find no pailiation or excuse for 
the assault in the offensive language of the 
boy. A man of mature years ought not to con- 
sider the words of a child of 9 years of age a 
personal ſusult or a justification for an illegal 
assault on the person. Acts of this kind done 
by the principal are inconsisteut with the 
dignity of the head of a school and 
tend to bring his office into contempt.” 

The clearly-anaounced policy of the Board 
of Eaucation, the report states, is positively 
hostile to all forms of corporal punishment 
in the public-school system of the City of Chi- 
cayo on the ground of the brutalizing tenden- 
cies of the practice. It was claimed by the 
Principal that he did not consider the punisu- 
ment of the boy an infraction of the rule of 
the Board of Education probibiting corporal 
punisbment, for the reason that schooi had ad- 
journed tor the day and the boy had entered 
upon his employ ment as a sweeper; and, further, 
that the act of the boy, in the judgment of the 
Principal, could not be punished by suspension 
from school. 

The committee held that this defense was 
highly technical, but, in consideration of the 
serious results to the principal which would 
follow aclear violation of the rule, they de- 
cided to accord bim the benefit of a strict con- 
struction and also the adoption of the foliow- 
ing: 

Resolved, That A. N. Merriman, [Principal of the 
Hayes School, be censured for his unseemly and 
unlawful conduct in employing personal violence 
on the boy Edward Daveny. 

Resolved, That the rule of the Board of Educa- 
tion abolishing corporal punishment, as a disci- 
plinary measure, in the public schools shal! be held 
to extend to and embrace all acts or delinquincies 
done or suffered either before, after, or during 
school hours, and either at, or while going on, or 
coming to and from the schooi building. 

The report and resolutions were considered 
in executive session and adopted. 

Mr. Stewart offered a resolution providing 
that the Superintendent keep a record of the 
work, standing, and efficiency of the teachers 
for the benefit of the board. Mr. Collier 
moved to include the Principals, and the reso- 
lution and amendment were adopted. 

Mr. Ciark of the Committee on Music and 
Drawing reported a proposition from Theo- 
dore Thomas to teach a class in singing com- 
posed of teachers in the public schoois free of 
charge if the board would pay the 
rent of Apollo Hall in which such instruction 
might be given. Several objections were 
raised, and after some discussion as to whether 
the School Board room would not iuroish the 
adequate facilities the matter was referred 
back to the Committee on Music and Drawing. 
Mr. Winter of the Committee on Physical 
Culture moved that the board employ Henry 
Suder at a salary of $1,000 per year to teach 
calisthenics, this being for only a part of his 
time, Mr. Suder having a class at the North 
Side Turner Hall. The motion was adopted, 
and it was decided that the instruction will be 
given for the coming year at the King, Brown, 
Lincoln, and Douglas Schools.

New Yor, Nov. 4.—[Special.]—Instead of 
going himself today before Commissioner 
Shields to identify the $150,000 check he gave 
to Gen. Grant for Ward’s benefit William H. 
Vanderbilt sent his private secretary. When 
Gen. Foster asked for an adjournment Col. 
Bliss made another Outcry against the possi- 
bility, or, rather, the probability, of William 
S. Warner's case for complicity to defraud the 
Marine Bank going before the grand jury. He 
submitted a letter to United States District-At- 
torney Dorsbeimer in behalf of the various 
lawyers engaged in Warner's defense, protest- 
ing. in the name of fair dealing and a decent 
administration of justice, against any delay 
in the proceedings before Commissioner Shields 
until the entire case is presented.

There 
is very little doubt that the case will go to the 
grand jury. 

TOE ANDRE MONUMENT EXPLOSION. 

A curious thing in connection with tne third 
(and so far the most successful) attempt to 
demolish Cyrus W. Field’s granit memorial to 
Maj. André, the British spy, is the unanimity 
with which every one who beard the explosion 
at once divined the real trouble. Villagers 
in Tappan, who felt their beds shake 
under them, while the glass from their 
windows fell in shattered fragments on the 
bed-room carpet, as well as persons in Closter, 
five miles away, who were simply awakened 
from their sleep by the noise, at once said: 
“Somebody has been blowing up the André 
Monument.“ Mr. Field was advised to be 
on bis guard when he visited the 
monument with Canon Farrar last week. 
Some parties, be was told, were continually 
prowling around in that neighborhood at night. 
According to the accounts given by visitors to 
the shattered stone today, the force of the 
explosion must have been terrific. In 
a dozen houses in the village, some 
of them half a mile away from 
André Hul, windows were broken and orna- 
ments were shaken from parior sbelves, parlor 
stoves were knocked askew, and one bouse 
narrowly escaped a fire from a broken oil 
lamp. In Closter, in Sparkill, in Nyack, 
and even across the Hudson River in 
Tarrytown people claim to have beard. the 
explosion. The whole job boré evidence of 
careful preparation. A hole was dug beneath 
the brick foundations, on which the new bases 
rested, almost to the middie of the stone. 
Everything indicated that the damage was done 
with dynamite. Whatever it was it made sad 
work with millionaire Field’s monument. The 
heavy base stone was blown into a hundred 
pieces. Blocks weighing several hundred 
pounds were lifted forty feet away. The bricks 
used in the foundation were pulverized, and 
the ground around it was broken as if witha 
plow. The immense block of stone that forms 
the monument proper, weigbing several 
tons, was lifted from the base 
and fell flat on one side. Dean 
Stanley’s inscription was buried in the 
mud. The polished surface of the monument 
was little injured; but its edges were badly 
torn. Some of the gaps made in the iron fence 
were amply wide enough for peo- 
ple to walk through and get 
a close look at the work of 
destruction. One man found a piece of the 
stone in a leid nearly half a mile away. There 
was nothing to base the slightest clew upon as 
to who did the mischief. A man who saw one 
of Field's sons said that it was very doubtful 
if Mr. Fieid ever made another effort to restore 
or replace the monument. 

FLORAL WONDERS. 

The great chrysanthemum show of the New 
York Horticultural Society for 1885 was opened 
today at Horticultural Hall on West Twenty- 
eighth street. it is said to cunstitute the 
largest and finest exhibition of the kind wit- 
nessed in the country. The plants in pots are 
represented by over 700 varieties, single bios- 
soms of some of them measuring twenty-one 
luches in circumference. The Japanese dis- 
play among them is cspecially interesting. The 
plants in pots measure anywhere from three 
to four feet in diaméter, and the largest bear 
from 500 to 800 flowers each. There are in 
some vases as many as three or four varieties 
of chrysanthemums, with wide-spreading 
leaves, growing from a single tree plant of 
over eight feet in hight. The Chinese flowers 
are represented by various beautiful and novel 
exhibits. The anemone flowers, which, it is 
claimed, have never been fully represented in 
any American exhibition prior to the present 
one, form one of the most interesting features 
of the show.

It is autboritatively stated at the World office 
that the widely-published dispatches question- 
ing the ownership of that paper are entirely 
without foundauon in fact. Joseph Pulitzer is 
not only its editor, but the sole proprietor of 
the paper. He never signed the affidavit re- 
ferred to in the dispatches, and never saw it. 
The World is technicaliy published, as it has 
been for years, by the Press Publishing Com- 
pany, but every share of the stock of this cor- 
poration is owned by Mr. Pulitzer.

WHEREAS, This convention believes that the po- 
sition taken at the National Convention was the 
correct one, and, as one State has already a law of 
this kind, others are petitioning the Legislatures 
for the passage of such a law; therefore, 

Resolud, That the miners of this State at onee 
prepare a petition asking the Ohio Legislature, at 
the coming session, to grant us a law that will for- 
ever put an end to the present system and provide 
for the weighing of coal as between miner and 
operator before passing over any screen.

stating that he had abandoned the Graves to the 
underwriters. The Adams, he thought, would be 
released last evening, As she is reported to have 
sustained but little damage she will probably be 
towed to either Detroit or Buffalo dy the prop A. J. 
Wright. The Mocking Bird and wrecking outfit 
will probably be retained by the underwriters, who 
are not likely to abandon the Graves as & total loss 
without making an effort to get her afloat. But 
even though she is saved the loss will not fall 
much short of $50,000, as her entire cargo of corn 
is thoroughly soaked with water. 

LELAND, Mich., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—The barge 
George W. Adams, which, with the steamship W. 
T. Graves, ran ashere on North Manitou Island 
during a blinding snow-storm last Saturday night, 
was released this afternoon. About 15,000 bushels 
of her cargo of corn was jettisoned. The Adams 
is but little damaged, The Graves lies on rocks 
almost her entire length, and it is believed will 
prove a total loss.

They 
reached Green Bay Oct. 25 and found that, after 
signing their bids, a special clause had been in- 
sertedto the effect that they were to take turns in 
discharging. Only one boat was handled at a 
time, and then only about 300 tons per day were 
taken out. Atthis rate over five days were needed 
to unload the 1,660 tons of the whole tow. 


Quite a number of Lake Ontario vesselowners 
have become so completely discouraged this sea- 
son that they have sent their boats down on salt 
water to engage in the coasting trade. Last week 
the schr A. J. McBrier left Sodus for Prince Ed- 
ward Island and loaded a cargo of potatoes for 
Baltimore, Md. She will not return to the lakes 
this year, but will trade along the coast as tar 
south as Florida. The schr Plowboy has also gone 
from Lake Ontario to Baltimore, and will go into 
the coasting business on Chesapeake Bay. 

When the schr Senator reached Toledo Monday 
night the crew reported that Capt. Anderson bad 
met with a serious accident on the up trip. While 
of Vermillion the vessel encountered heavy 
weather and lost some of her canvas, including the 
foresail. While Capt. Anderson was assisting in 
dropping the anchor a box containing a quantity of 
chain jumped from its cleating and pinned him 
against the side of the vessel. His right thigh was 
tractured, the knee-cap shattered, and the leg bro- 
ken below the knee. The ankle of his left leg was 
badly bruised and sprained.

The Committee on New Business was heard, 
and several new projects were recommended, 
among which was the necessity of a station at 
Nankiang, China.

Grew and Mrs. Greenman, missionaries. made 
remarks, and were followed by Lucy Meyer, 
who has become deeply interested in the Mis- 
sionary Training-School. Sbe used consider- 
able time in inviting the committee to visit 
that institution, No. 19 Park avenue. 

THE CANAL CONVENTION. 

The committee having in charge the interests 
of the Hennepin Canal and all tile friends of 
this great National enterprise—so essential to 
the commerce and the welfare of this city and 
the entire Northwest—are requested to meet 
today in the club-room of the Grand Pacific.

TAXING CREDITS. 
THE PROPOSITION BEFORE THE REVENUE COM- 
MISSION—OTHER SUBJECTS. 

The State Revenue Commission yesterday 
morning discussed a resolution by Judge Duff 
to substitute in place of Sec. 29 of the Reve- 
nue Code an amendment taxing credits of all 
kinds. Judge Green said the Supreme Court 
bad held that promissory notes were property 
as much as a horse and wagon, and, therefore, 
they were subject to taxation. Mr. Waller fa- 
vored taxation of credits for the reason thata 
large poruon of the taxes would by this means 
be taken from the shoulders of the owners of 
real estate, who were, as a rule, poorer than 
those whose money was invested in credits. 
Mr. Thomas said it was impossible to tax cred- 
its, although he admitted that if mortgages 
were taxed all credits should be. Mr. Ewing 
objected to taxing credits for the reason that 
they had no real value, but only in so far as 
they were backed by some tangible property. 
On account of Judge Duff’s absence action on 
the resolution was postponed. 

Sec. 119, providing for the levy of the State 
school tax, was objected to on the ground that 
it was unfair to make ono county pay for the 
education of the children of another. Cook 
County was paying over $18,000 a year toward 
the support of schools in otner parts of the 
State. Mr. Waller moved to limit the thing to 
$500,000—that is, one-balf of what it had been 
annually since 1870. The motion was lost. 

Mr. Gale offered addinons to Sees. 66 and 88, 
and moved to strike out Sec. 123. These 
changes provide for one set of books to be 
used by the Assessor, the County Clerk, the 
Town Collector, and the County Collector suc- 
cessively, instead of the separate sets of books 
used at present. The amendments were or- 
dered printed. 

The last provision of Sec. 181 was stricken 
out. it provided for the making of a certifi- 
cate by the County Clerk in each Collector's 
book of the rate of addition or deduction de- 
termined by the County Board in the town, 
district, vity, or village to which such book 
shall pertain. 

To prevent delay on the part of County 
Clerks in preparing the books for the Collectors 
Mr. Waller offered an amendment to Sec. 135 
providing for a penaity of $25 for each day 
that the books are pot in readiness beyond the 
time fixed for delivering the books. 

In place of Sec. 128, which provides for the 
extension by the County Clerks of all taxes 
upon the equalized valuation of property to 
the property within the separate towns, dis- 
tricts, viliages, etc., Mr. Wilsun offered a sub- 
stitute that all taxes shall be consolidated by 
the County Clerks and extended by them 
against the property of their respective coun- 
ties upon the corrected and equalized vaiua- 
tion thereof as a consolidated tax, and each 
Collector’s book shail contain a written certifi- 
cate of the County Clerk showing the rate of 
taxation for eyery purpose for whicb any tax 
extended therein shall have been levied. Ac- 
tion on the substitute was deferred. 

A request of a committee of insurance men 
to be heard by the commission with regard to 
revenue relorm was granted, and the time 
fixed for 9 a. m. today. 


THE POLISH MURDERER. 
IMPANELING THE JURY TO TRY MULKOWSKI 
FOR SLAYING AGNES KLEDZIECK. 

Frank Mulkowski, alias Nebrazki, the Pole 
who is charged with the murder of Mrs. Agnes 
Kledzieck in her kitchen at No. 186 Southport 
avenue Aug. 22, was put on trial before Judge 
Shepard in the Criminal Court yesterday morn- 
ing. The crime was committed in broad 
daylight, while the woman was stooping 
over the kitchen sink at work, the 
murderer surprising ber from behind and deal- 
ing the death-blows on the back of her head 
with some blunt instrument, supposed to have 
been a hammer or chisel. The husband came 
bome from his work in the evening carrying 
bis tin dinner-pail and was shocked to find the 
mutilated remains of his wife, who was about 
to become a mother, lying in a pool of blood. 
The savings, which the frugal couple had se- 
creted in the house in a purse, were missing 
and the rooms bad been ransacked. Mulkow- 
ski and August Potrykus were arrested a few 


HIS SKIN IS ELASTIC. 
A WEST SIDE LAD WHO i8 A LIVING CURI- 
OSITY. 

A phenomenal freak of nature has just been 
brougut to light on the West Side in the shape 
of a boy with an elastic skin. The medica! 
fraternity pronounce the case to be one of ex- 
treme rarity. Several aays ago a detective of 
the Ninth Ward was attracted to a crowd of 
„kids in the street, one of whom seemed to 
be entertaining his feilows with a most singu- 
lar free exhibition. He would take hold ef the 
skin of his arm and pull it up from the flesh 
and then let it fly back again, much to the 
amusement of the spectators. The detective, 
being an habitué ofa West Side museum, spoke 
of the curiosity, and the result was that the 
boy with the elastic skin wag found and exam- 
ined. 

Dr. H. J. Reynolds of the West Side Free 
Medical Dispensary yesterday announced that 


a clinic would be beid and a lecture delivered 
before the students on the subject oft Derma- 
tolysis,”” or Cutis Pendule,” on which occa- 
sion the living subject would be presented to 
them. A full attendance was bad, and the boy 
was brought before the audience, and the 
lecturer gave the following history of the phe- 
nomenon: 

‘Tommy Maxwell was born and raised on 
North Green street. His widowed mother is 
very poor and is struggling hard for a 
living, her husband having been killed whileon 
duty as the mate or a lake schooner. Ever 
since his birth little Tommy has possessed the 
disease (as it is rightly termed) of dermatoly- 
sis or cutis pendule. He is 12 years of age 
and ‘weighs about seventy-five pounds, The 
skin of any part of his body is as elastic as 
rubber, and may be raised from his back to the 
higbt of three and one-half inches, Without 
inconvenience oue may take hold ot his scalp 
on the topof his head and raise it up two 
inches. Tommy will take hold of botb cheeks 
and stretch them until his naturally thin feat- 
ures are spread more than half afoot. He ex- 
periences no pain when his skin is stretched, 
but in bis own words says, It tickles me.’ 

There are but two cases in history which 
can compare with this one, said the doctor, 
and those were not inherited from birth, nor 
were either of them as curious or phenomenal 
as this. In this case the skin of the subject 
lies perfectly normal, and when pulled or 
stretched flies back to place with the elasticity 
of rubber, while the other cases I speak of 
were simply cases of ‘cutis pendule,“ or hang- 
ing cuticle.’’ 

Tommy has heretofore led the life of a 
street arab, and when picked up was covered 
with dirt. His hair was clipped, and it took 
three barbers to do it—twoto hold his scaip 
and one to cut his hair. He never had worn 
underciothes, and when given a suit appeared 
very ill at ease. The discovery will be a wind- 
Tall to the poor mother, as he is to be enlisted 
among the West Side freaks.“ 


AT CITY-HALL. 
BAILIFFS’ CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE REVENUE. 

City-Attorney Washburne, though less than 
six months in office, has caused to be turned 
into the City Treasury over $6,000 which would 
not have been there but for the action be has 
taken in regard tothe police court bailiffs. 
Until Mr. Washburne came in these men did 
as they pleased—made no reports and let most 
of the judgments go by default, making no at- 
tempt to collect them. The consequence was 
the city was out thousands of dollars which 
should have been in the treasury. By maki 
the bai:iffs do their duty, the receipts in five 
months have increased $4,000 over the corre- 
sponding period iast year, and $2,000 which 
would have been entirely lost but for Mr. 
Wasbburne’s action has been recovered. Before 
he gets through with the work in hand with 
regard to uncoliected judgments and forfeited 
bail-bonds be will putinto the treasury at least 
$15,000. 

Louis Zalabock was fined $100 by Justice C. 
J. White, and William Stiffer, a carpenter, $25 
by Justice Kersten yesterday for violating the 
building ordinance. 

THE BRIDGE-CLOSING ORDINANCE. 

The bridge-closing ordinance has not yet 
reached the Mayor, but be said yesterday he 
would sign it. He toinks half an hour for the 
outside bridges is long enough, and a change 
in that respect may be made hereafter. 

UNDERGROUND CONDUITS. 

Property-owners are objecting to the Under- 
ground Conduit Company using the space 
under the sidewalks for wires, and an effort is 
making to bave a brick wall constructed about 
three feet from the curb, so that the wires can 
be put into this space and entry on the prem- 
ises will not be necessary to get at them. Run- 
ning the wires through the partition-walls will 
probably vitiate insurance—at least increase 
the rates—and, as the company bas the right 
to utilize the sidewalks, the property-owners 
are anxious to effect a compromise. 


THE POST-OFFICE. 
THE FIRST MONTH OF THE SPECIAL DELIVERY 
NOT A BRILLIANT SUCCESS. 

The first monthly report of the transactions 
of the special-delivery department of the Post- 
Office was made by the superintendent of the 
general delivery to the Postmaster yesterday. 
It covers the business of the special messen- 
gers for the month of October. The number 
of messengers employed was ninety-seven; 
number of special-delivery letters arriving in 
the mails from other places, 7.483; number of 
epecial-delivery letters deposited for local de- 
livery, 1,748; number of special prepaid let- 
ters delivered by regular méssengers and sub- 
stitute carriers, 8,879; number of such letters 
that fatied to be delivered by messengers on 
account of the temporary absence of the 
persuns to whom addressed and which 
were subsequentiy delivered by the 
regular carriers. 352. The total com- 
pensauon to messengers for the work done 
amounts to $738; average compensation to 
each messenger for the month, $7.61; total 
number of trips made by messengers, 7,032; 
average number of letters delivered each trip 
by messenger, 1 26-100. The average time of 
delivery of letters after their arrival is put 
down at eighteen minutes. It has been dis- 
covered that the failure to deliver specially 
prepaid letters arriving Sunday does not affect 
the volume of such receipts. The Sunday av- 
erage is 502. The number of special-delivery 
letters mailed to other places was 2,038. The 
vaiue of special delivery stamps sold was 
$1,092. The messenger-boys are not at all sat- 
isfied with their earnings, and some talk of 
leaving as soon us they get their pay. Better 
results are, however, expected this month and 
next, especially next month, during the boli- 
days and the approach to them. 


OTHER MATTERS. 


The superintendent of mail states that a re- 
port of the exchange of mail between Craw- 
fordsville, lod., and the Chicago Post-Office 
shows only one mistake was made in forward- 
ing about 3,600 letters to Crawfordsville. 

The branch post-office which was burned out 
will go into temporary quarters in a vacant 
store at the southeast corner of Blue Island 
avenue and Nineteenth street. Distribution 
cases and tables were sent there from the main 
office, and the work of the station will go on 
as usual this morning. The sub-oflice may be 
permanently located there. 


. REAL ESTATE. 
THE AGENTS AGREE TO TAKE ONLY EXCLUSIVE 
AGENCIES FOR PROPERTY—OTHER MATTERS 
OF INTEREST. 


At a meeting of the Real-Estate Board held 
yesterday afternoon, Lyman Baird presiding, 
the problem of exclusive agency for real estate 
was discussed, R. C. Givens was of the opin- 
ion that if property-owners who wanted to sell 
would give the brokers the exclusive agency 
for the pieces to be soid instead of giving them 
to as many as they knewand making them 
common property, as was usual at present, 
not only the agents but the owners as well 
would be benefited. If a piece of property 
was offered for sale by a number of 
brokers people were easily led to believe that 
there was something wrong about the proper- 
ty and would let it alone. Not unfrequently 
irresponsibie brokers would take hold of a 
piece that was offered by a number of agents 
and by pretended sales and contracts force the 
owners to pay a double commission. No 


broker could keep track of a hundred ora 
thousand pieces of property, and it might hap- 
pen that he agreed to sell a piece that the own- 
er or another agent had sold months ago. 

W. W. Baird doubted that the property- 
owners would sign any cast-iron contract for 
exclusive agency. They would first have to 
be convinced that it was to their advan- 
tage. It would undoubtedly benefit them 
tor it would keep prices stiffer. Nothing was 
more injurious to the value of property than 
to place it in the hands of a large number of 
brokers and have it covered with their signs. 
H. C. Morey also thought it would be hard to 
get the owners to sign any agreement for ex- 
clusive agency. - 

W. L. Pierce said that if a number of leading 
firms would adopt the principle and take none 
but exclusive ageticies the curbstone brokers 
would be obliged to follow in their tracks or 
stop selling. The owners could be convinced 
that it was in their interest to give only that 
kind of agencies. 

George Bwkhoff said reform could only be 
brought about if the agents refused to take 
property if auy other broker had the agency. 

E. L. Prussing said he had always followed 
that rule, although he lost some business by 
it. Only by doing this could the agents keep 
track of their business. The board ought to 
adopt some rule and stick to it. The old board 
had split on this question, because the younger 
members would not submit to such a rule. 
The proper way tor property-owners was to 
give the agency to a broker for a certain 
period, and afterwards until withdrawn. It 
was no cast-iron rule, but only fair. They 
ougb, to imitate the insurance-men, who gave 
no commission, except to members of their 
trade. 

A. L. Coe and C. A. Caikins also advocated a 
rule to take ouly exclusive agencies. 

A resolution by E. A. Cummings, that it is 
the sense of this meeting that the principle of 
exclusive agency should be adopted.“ was car- 
ried, and a committee was appointed to pre- 
pare a form of a contract to be signed by own- 
ers on giving the agency, the committee to 
report at the next reguiar meeting of the 
board. The committee consists of Messrs. 
Givens, Pierce, and Calkins. 

Mr. Coe asked for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with members of the City 
Council and if possible prevent the granting of 
the right to telezraph companies to string wires 
and lay tunnels under the sidewaiks. Curb- 
walls and sidewalks had been built at great ex- 
pense to the property-owners, and an ordinance 
which was about to be introduced wouid give 
the result of this outlay to the telegraph com- 
panies. Messrs. Coe, Cummings, and Lombard 
were appointed on this committee. 

A committee had been appointed at the last 
meeting to devise a plan for getting a dower 
book to contain all such data as might have a 
bearing on real estate held in dower, such as 
the name of the woman and her husband, 
time of marriage, of death of the husband, of 
divoree, if any, ete. The committee reported 
that steps bad been taken to secure the ma- 
terial, and was authorized to provide such a 
book. 

The Call-Board Committes reported that it 
had met with great discouragement in attempt- 
ing tosecure a full attendance at the noon 
call, and tendered their resignation, but were 
induced to serve to the end of the term and 
instructed to continue their efforts.

Al- 
though somewhat irregular, first prices were 
generally from & to & bigher than they closed 
Monday, most of which in many cases were 
subsequently lost, but before the end of the 
first hour the market became strong, and so 
continued until about 1 o'clock, although the 
movement in that time was extremely irreg- 
ular. The most prominent advances were in 
St. Paul, 2%; Union Pacific, 24; St. Louis & 
San Francisco, M: Northwestern, 1%; Omaha 
common, 1%; Western Union, Louisville & 
Nashville, and Northern Pacific preferred, each 
1%; and Lake Shore, Manitoba, Oregon 
Railway & Navigation, Oregon Transcontinent- 
al, and Omaha preferred, each 1 per cent. On 
the other hand, Canada Pacific at no time sold 
as high as it closed Monday, while Missouri Pa- 
cific and Michigan Central each gained only 
4: Erie, . New York Central and Jersey 
Central, each ; and others somewhat larger 
fractions. After 1 o'clock Western Union de- 
veloped very decided weakness, and in the 
next hour declined 1 per cent, the remainder 
of the list sympathizing moderately. In the 
final hour the decline was checked, only to de 
renewed again with increased vigor. Western 
Union sold down to 77%, ona drop from the 
best figure of the day of 3% per cent. St. Paul, 
Lackawanna, Lake Shore, Union Pacific, Oregon 
Transcontinental, and the Northern Pacifics 
were all prominently weak, although the move- 
ment was extremely irregular and the fluctu- 
ations between consecutive sales unusually 
wide. Another attempt to stop the decline 
just before the close was partially successful, 
and tho market closed irregular and excited, 
but weak for most of the active stocks, at 
quotations which are frequently a little better 
than the lowest of the day. The lowest quota- 
tion was made in the last hour. The late de- 
cline was accompanied by a sudden advance in 
the rate of interest on call loans. Business 
during most of the day was done at 
203 per cent. In the last hour the 
rate was rapidiy bid up to 7 per cent, but 
it broke to 4% per cent, the closing rate being 
4 bid and 4% asked. After the hour it was 
offered down to 3 per cent. The beaviest de- 
c ines in the active list today were in Delaware 
& Hudson, 1%: Western Union, 1%: Canada 
Southern, 1%; Oregon Navigation, IX: Lacka- 
wanna, 1%; Missouri and Northern Pacific com- 
mon, each 1: and others less than 1 per cent. 
St. Louie & San Francisco is up 1%, St. Paul 
*. and Union Pacific %. The strength in 
Umon Pacific has been accompanied by reports 
that a London syndicate had purchased a large 
amount of the stock of the compan., most of 
which bas already been shipped to London, and 
by alleged buying by Boston parties. 

New York, Nov. 4.—/[Special.|—Private dis- 
patches from London say that an advance in 
the Bank of England rate to 2% per cent is 
probable tomorrow. Mr. V anderbilt ie report- 
ed to have sold many of his poorer stocks and 
borght better ones lately. Brokers say his 
purchases of Lake Shore this week will reach 
27,000 shares. The St. Paul Company ask the 
Stock Exchange to hst 50,000 shares of pre- 
ferred stock Nov. 16. Fifty thousand shares of 
Union Pacific bought at private sale Monday 
by the English syndicate will be shipped to Eu- 
rope on the Germanic this week. Five per 
cent second-mortgage bonds of the Canada 
Southern to the amount of $1,750,000 are of- 
fered for sale in London. This issue is part of 
a total mortgage of 86.000. 000 which is quoted 
in New York and Amsterdam, and $38,432,000 
is already in the hands of the public. 
The price of issue is 88 per cent, or £176 per 
bond of $1,000. Good buying of Canada South- 
ern stock bas been remarked lately. Stock- 
holders of the Rovhester & Pittsburg are noti- 
fied that they must deposit their stock with the 
Union Trust Company on or be ore Noy. 20 to 
be entitied to receive one new share for four 
oid. The President issues a new circular say- 
ing that the fixed charges are $405,230. All 
but two of the second mortgage bonds bave 
been paid. The Reading trustees so far are 
unable to agree on a reorganization plan. 
There is some talk of electing John B. Garrett 
President. Holders of Oregon Transcontinent- 
al notes called 28,000 shares of Northern Pa- 
cific preferred, 25,000 shares of the common, 
and 550 sbares of Oregon Navigation. The 
New York, Susquehanna & Western people say 
the October earnings Wil! show a large increase. 
The road bas not cars enough to do its local 
business, and has ordered 200 more. 

The output of anthracite coal for the week 
ending Oct. 31 aggregated 813,958 tons, against 
517.415 tons for the same week in 1884; total 
production from Jan. 1 to date 25,480,665 tons, 
against 25,448,053 tons for the same time last 
year. American pig-iron in the Eastern mar- 
kets remains firm and in good demand. Sey- 
eral recently-idle furnaces have been started 
up ion the Lebigh region in order to meet de- 
liveries on contracts in band and on current 
purchases. Preparations are making for blow- 
ing in another furnace by the Thomas Com- 
pany. There is as yet no indication of an 
early advance in prices, but the appearances 
are that a change would not be improbable 
should the present run of orders hold out the 
balance of the year. Standard Lehigh brands 
are quoted at $18.00@18.50 for No. 1X foundry, 
$16.00 for No. 2 X foundry, and $15.00 for gray 
torge. Locai agents in this city are quoting 
$32.00 at the works for standard sections steel 
rails, and $31.00 is beyond doubt the lowest 
price. The demand holds out so well that 
manufacturers are becoming indifferent.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were more active 
yesterday, and the general tone was firm. There 
was enough war news on the carpet to excite fears 
that the Eastern question may yet require blood- 
shed for its solution, and the protracted soft 
weather was a home argument in favor of strength 
in some departments here. A littie more of trad- 
ing on outside account was one of the features of 
the day, and it was partly Western, especially in 
corn. A fair shipping demand existed, which made 
freight rates strongin view of the near approach 
of the close of lake navigation. In the afternoon 
the tone exhibited a complete change, owing to tne 
news from the East that there had been a break in 
stocks and a tightening of the money market. 

Provisions were slow, but strongerin sympathy 
with wheat and in consequepce of the receipts 
of hogs being less than expected. There was a 
little demand from the country, and the packers 
were more conservative about selling than hereto- 
fore, but they were not scared into buying, and the 
market fell back in the afternoon when wheat 
broke. Pork sold up 20c, to $9.30 for January, and 
closed at $9.15 bid, with November at $1.00 discount, 
December at 95c discount, and February at loc pre- 
mium. March sold at $9.40@9.45. Lard advanced 
5¢, to $6.05 for January, but closed at $5.97}¢ bid, 
with November at 10c discount and February at 
7e premium. March sold at $6.20. Ribs advanced 
5c, to $4.65 for January, and closed at $4.60 bid, with 
practically no trading in other futures but Novem- 
ber at 5c discount. Cash sales were reported at 70 
bris back pork at $9.25, 350 tcs lard at $5.95, 150 
boxes short clears partly at $4.95, 50 boxes Cumber- 
lands at $5.75, 300,000 lbs green hams at 6c for 
16-Ib and 6%c for 15-lb averages, 550 tes sweet 
pickled hams (16-ibs) at 84¢c cash and 73¢c for Jan- 
uary. 

Flour was rather more active, with some ship- 
ping demand for the low grades and a fair local 
trade. There was no quoted change in prices. 
Sales were reported of 1,225 bris and 1,200 sacks, 
equal to a total of 2,060 bris, at $3.60 for Dakotas 
and $2.25 for low grades. 

Wheat was active and very strong, though Lon- 
don reported a decline of 6d per qr on our red 
winter. But receipts here were light, and private 
advices said consols were lower, while the tissue 
told of Turkish troops massing for action. This 
caused good buying from the start to cover shorts, 
partiy on foreign account, while Hutchinson was 
reputed to be buying freely. When the market 
touched 880 for next month it struck a pocket of 
limited orders to sell at that figure, which carried 
it back some under the weight of offerings, but it 
reacted on more war news, and there wes again a 
perfect rush of shorts to cover with 
intimations that the movement from first 
hands in the Northwest 18 showing 
a marked decrease. Addams, Roche, Chand- 
ler-Brown, and Fleming-Boydel: took a good deal 
during the morning, and some of the bulls got bad- 
ly rattled, selling out at below sse and buying again 
above that figure only to find themselves left in the 
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i financial feverishness in New fork. with a failure 


to confirm the reported decline in consols, cables 
were weaker, with hints at large offerings of Indian 
wheat, and the Northwest was said to be increas- 
ing the volume of farmers’ deliveries. The mar- 
ket weakened badly on this. December sold 6e 
lower, at 86%c, improved to 880 bid, fell back to 
87440, and touched 89 at 1 o’ciock. On the after- 
noon session it opened at 88%c. and declined to 
8754c bid, closing at 87%{c bid, with November 
at I& e discount, January at 5¢c premium, and May 
at 7 e premium. Car-lots of spring in store.sold 
at 8644@87c for No. 2 and at 73e for No.3 in pre- 
ferred houses. The latter grade was quoted nom- 
inal at about 70c in the Central and Indiana ele- 
vators. Free-on-board lots sold at 75a 82e for No. 
3 and 63@70¢ for No. 4. Total cash sales about 50, 
000 bu. 

Red winter wheat tn store sold at 78c for No. 3 
and No. 2 was nominal at about 90@90\%c. Free- 
on-board lots sold at 930 for No. 2 and at 88@90c 
for No. 3. Total cash sales 8 cars. 

Corn was stronger, with a decided increase in the 
demand for this month and for May. Our receipts 
were very light, and Liverpool was calied firmer, 
while the moist weather in the West was regarded 
as rendering it certain that the new corn will not 
grade till a much later date in the season than 
that assigned by the bears. The smaliness of the 
cash offerings in store caused a sharp competition 
between shippers, though the demand was not as 
active as it would have been but for the fact that 
there was very little vessel room available for 
immediate loading. Cash No. 2 sold up to 413{c in 
specified houses, with ide bid elsewhere, 
and November advan@@d te. to (1c, but fell back 
to 40\¢c in the afternoon and closed at 405¢c bid, 
with the year at lige discount, January at 38e dis- 
count, and May at 2Ke discount. Several lots were 
sold in the cash crowd against purchases for the 
month, indicating a belief that the premium will 
shrink before the close. Cash lots in store sold at 
42@42540 for No. 2 yellow, 4144@41}{c for No. 2, 
with 41%c for 3 yellow and 4044@40%ec for No. 3. 
Free-on-board lots sold at 424@44c for No. 2 yel- 
low, 42%{c for No. 2 white, 42e for No.2, with 40 
lc for old No.3. No. 4 solid at 39 1e for old 
and 33637 e for new, with 32@32\c for new no 
grade. Total cash sales about 120,000 bu. 

Oats were strongin sympathy with the other 
markets and an absence of sellers, opening Me 
and closing Hane higher. The volume of trading 
was light. November opened at 26. sold up to 
26 Me, and closed at 26c. December sold at 266 
2686. closing at 26 c. May ranged at 29144@303<¢c, 
closing at 30c. No. 2 in store sold at 26M e. The 
sample market was very frm, consequent on small 
offerings, but dull, shippers showing no disposi- 
tion to buy at the prices. Everything was sold, 
and mainly to the city trade. The sales were at 25 
@26kc for No. 3. 27@30¢c for No. 3 white, are 
for No. 2, 2044@32c for No. 2 white. Total equai to 
about 40,000 bu. 

Rye was dull, and No. 2 cash and futures about 
e lower. November sold, 5,000 bu, at 60 0. De- 
cember was salable at 62c and January nominally 
62%c. The sample market was slow. The offer- 
ings were light and held at former prices, and, usa 
consequence, some lots had to be carried over. 
The sales were at 550 tor No. 3 and 614%@63c for 
No. 2, and aggregated about 5,000 bu. 

Barley was steady. No. 2 in store sold at 67c, 
No. 3 at Ic. and No. 4 at 35e. Futures were 
neglected. No. 2 December was nominally 68e and 
No. 8 December ue. The sample market was 
very dull except for choice, sound bariey. The 
offerings were fair,and mostiy of poor and low 
grades, which sold very slowly even at conces- 
sions. Some lots were ordered to store. Screen- 
ings sold at $7.50@8.00 per ton, No. 6 at 33c, No. (at 
ASG sc. and No. 3 at 45@60c. The sales aggregated 
about 30,000 bu. 

Milistuffs were unchanged, the market continu- 
ing duil and easy. Wequote: Winter-wheat bran, 
$11.00@11,25; choice spring-wheat bran, $10.75@ 
11.00: medium and fine, $10.00@10.25; coarse mid- 
dlings were $10.75@11.50 and fine $13.50@15.00. The

The seed market was steady and moderately act- 
ive.

Flax was steady early, advancing ic and 
closing firm. No. 1 cash sold at 61.146 1. 16K. up to 
$1.15. The offerings were smaller, 98 cars coming 
in, and the inquiry brisk towards the close. Re- 
jected sold at 51. 12 1. 126. and choice Russian at 
$1.15 early. Futures were moderately active, open- 
at an advance. November 
sold at $1.14@1.15, and December at $1.15%{ early. 
The year was nominally $1.14% at the close, and 
$1.16% was bid tor January. 

Cooperage was steady and in moderate demand. 
We quote: Pork barrels, 92\@%5c; lard tierces, 
$1.12\%@1.15; and beef half barrels, 60@65c. 

The street markets continued dull. Vegetables 
and green fruits were very quiet, except forapples 
in car-lots. Poultry was in excessive supply and 
easier, while game was steady and in good demand. 
Eggs advanced Me. The butter market was dull 
ind weak, there being scarcely any inquiry. Cheese 
and groceries were unchanged, and hay firmer, 
owing to a better demand and smaller receipts. 

The dry-goods market was quiet, the demand be- 
ing comparatively light. The inquiry was mostly 
for all descriptions of fail and winter goods, and 
the orders for small quantities. The expected 
supplementary demand is looked upon as delayed 
by reason of the continued mild weather. The 
tone of the market continues steady. 

Some of the facetious ones on Change are sug- 
gesting the advisability of asking for a committee 
to determine the price of wheat in this market. 
They say that thie man thinks itis worth only S5. 
while another considers it dear at 86c, and still 
others regard it as worth less. IN. B. It is not 
intended that these last two words shall be merged 
into one.] Without joking we may say that there 
have been,very few times in the history of the 
market when the differences of opinion in regard 
to value were greater than they are now. Some 
of the bears are confident that it will have to go 
down at least as low as 75c before next New- Year's 
Day, being forced down by the magnitude of 
the visible supply, while others are equally confi- 
dent it will advance to $1.25 ere, long. and have 
loaded up in readiness for the flight. Some people 
profess to believe that the market is very nearly 
even except on the wheat in store. which necessarily 
bas to be carriea by somebody, and actually is car- 
ried by the speculators, as the men who hold the 
receipts have sold an equal quantity for fyture de- 
livery. One cannot be too sure about facts in 
the case, but itappears probable that the quantity 
of wheat sold short here is vastly larger than the 
total stock in store. It is well known that this 
market has been a dumping ground for the 
hedgings of all the men who have bought wheat 
elsewhere for months past, and this includes 
foreigners as well as home operators. The wheat 
bought in Duluth, Minneapolis, Milwaukee. St. 
Louis, Toledo, New York, Liverpool, and London, 
with much of the flour purchased for export, is 
„protected“ by wheat sales in this market; and 
the buying must have been enormous, because 
there must be as many longs as shorts in addition 
to the longness of the wheatin store. This condi- 
tion of things may help to explain the unusual 
anxiety recently displayed by both sides to have 
their case argued by the papers and ahead in the 
trading-pit. The bulls and the bears do not fight 
a hundredth partas much as might be inferred 
from reading some of the remarks indulged in by 
men who essay to describe the market, but their 
descriptions are not overdone as applied to the 
market recently. 

The receipts of wheat at Western points, as re- 
ported yesterday, aggregated 457,000 bu, against 
755.000 bu reported last Wednesday. The ship- 
ments were 225,000 bu, against 312,000 bu reported 
the corresponding day a week ago. 

The receipts of corp at Peoria Monday were 
wrongly reported at about 100,000 bu. A party 
there telegraphs that they were only 10,600 bu, 
nine-tenths of which is no grade (new), and most 
of the old is rejected. People in the trade in this 
city understand that the old crop of corn is prac- 
tically exhausted, and the weatherso far has not 
been favorable to the curing of the new crop.

THE COURTS. 


The Galesburg Water Company in 
the Hands of a Receiver— 
Loeb vs. Harms. 


A Batch of Interesting Decisions from 
the Appellate Court—Some 
Divorces. 


A bill was filed in the United States Circuit Court 
yest®rday by the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Company 
against the Galesburg Water Company asking for 
the appointment of a receiver for the defendant. 
The bill sets out that May 18, 1883, the Common 
Council of Galesburg passed an ordinance giving 
Nathan Shelton the exclusive right for thirty 
years of supplying the city with water, providing 
that he should erect fire-hydrants, which the city 
should rent at $1004 year, etc. In July following the 
Galesburg Water Company was formed and Shelton 
conveyed to it all his rights acquired under the 
above ordinance. The company went on and erected 
water- works and laid mains, and in order to pay 
for them issued $150,000 of bonds secured by trust 
deed to complainant on its plant. The bonds were 
to run thirty years with 6 per cent interest per an- 
num. The interest due Aug. 1, 1885, has not been 
paid, and creditors are pressing their claim. some 
of the company’s mains having already been at- 
tached. The property is such that it can be sold in 
parcels without great sacrifice, and the trustee 
therefore asks the appointment of a receiver to 
take charge of the corporation’s assets and devote 
them to the payment of its indebtedness, and for 
an injunction to prevent creditors seizing its prop- 
erty. On an ex parte application to Judge Blodgett 
yesterday John C. Stewart was appointed receiver 
under a bond for $2.000. 


HOW HARMS EXPLAINS IT. 


Judge Moran is engaged in hearing the case of 
William Loeb against Farmer Harms and 
Clemens F. Periolat and his wife Mary to recover 
the amount ot two judgments for about $2,000. It 
is charged that the notes were given by Harms in 
1878, and guaranteed by Periolat and his wife. 
Harms in his answer and cross-bili tells the in- 
ward history of the case. He says that in 1878 the 
County of Cook was owing hima large amount on 
his contract for building the Court-House, and he 
could not get the nioney. Periolat told him he 
had ‘“‘inflooence” which was sufficient to 
get the claim paid immediately, and 
he would exert himself to see it done if Harms 
would sign notes for him to the amount of 
$8,000. If the claim was not paid within thirty 
days then he should not be held liable on the notes. 
Harms then signed the notés and they were guar- 
anteed by Periolat ana his wife, but the wily Clem 
never succeeded in getting Harms’ claim through 
the County Board. Since then Harms has been 
obliged to pay some of the notes, and his property 
has been seized under execution to satisfy others. 
He charges that Loeb is only working in Periolat’s 
interest, and the scheme is to get the money out 
of him, so as to let Periolat of The hearing will 
take all day today. 


APPELLATE COURT OPINIONS—SIGNAL-SERV- 
ICE REPORTS—AN INSANE PARTNER. 


The case of Trayes against the Chicago & North- 
western Railway Company, decided yesterday by 
the Appellate Court, is worthy of mention as con- 
taining a new question of law as totne admissibil- 
ity of signal-service records in evidence. Trayes 
was injured about 7 o’clock Nov. 25, 1879, at a 
street-crossing. and sued for $5,000 damages on the 
ground of negligence on the part of the company. 
The original declaration, containing one count, 
was filed July 12, 1880, but after two years limita- 
tion had expired an amended declaration contain- 
ing five additional counts was filed, setting out the 
same cause of action in different ways, to 
which a plea of statute of limitations was 
put in. on the trial the Judge refused 
to allow the defendants to introduce a transcript 
of the records of the signal-service office at Chi- 
cago, showing the state of the weather, ete., the 
night of the accident to rebut the testimony of 
some of plaintiff’s witnesses to the effect that the 
night was dark and stormy. The jury awarded 
plaintif? $3,000, and the company appealed. Judge 
Bailey held that the additional counts only set forth 
the original cause of action in fuller terms, and 
therefore the plea of statute of limitations was 
bad. To support such a plea to a new count, 
where it would not lie to the original declaration, 
it must appear that the new count imparted into 
the case a new cause of action which was substan- 
tially and essentially new. It must not be a mere 
amplification or more specific statement of the 
cause of action first declared on. As to the rec- 
ords of the signal-service office, they were im- 
properiy excluded. They were of a public ehar- 
acter, kept for public purposes, and therefore 
came within the rule which admitted in evidence 
official registers or records kept by persons in 
public office in which they were required. For the 
error in excluding such records as testimony, the 
judgment would have to be reversed and the case 
remanded. 

In the hotly-contested suit of George M. 
Vaughan against Samuel B. Raymond the Ap- 
pellate Court yesterday affirmed the decree of the 
court below, awarding Vaughan 39.586. Im 1874 
Vaughan and Raymond went into the sugar 
brokerage business together and continued un- 
til January, 1876, when Vaughan was de- 
clared insane. Raymond was appointed his 
conservator and carried on the business 
until 1879, when Vaughan was discharged 
cured. The parties then had an accounting, and 
Raymond paid his partner $2,500 in full of all 
claims. He also claimed the partnership was dis- 
solved by the very fact of Vaughan’s insanity. 
Vaughan, however, claimed that an arrangement 
had been made that the firm should not be dis- 
solved, and he sued his partner for his share of the 
profits while he was in the asylum. Judge Me- 
Allister held affirming the decree of the court be- 
low, that the evidence showed satisfactorily that 
the partnership was not dissolved, and that 
Vaughan was entitled to recover. Mr. John Gib- 
bons appeared for Vaughan, and Messrs. Flower, 


ken to the Supreme Court. 

The case of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Rail- 
road Company vs. The Englewood Connecting Rail- 
way Company was reversed in the Appellate Court 
on the ground that the appellant had a property 
right which had not been condemned. This was a 
bill to prevent the defendant from crossing the 
Westera Indiana tracks in Hyde Park; and the 
Western Indiana Company’s rights had been con- 
demned and paid for, but no decision had been 
made on the rights of the plaintiff as lessee for 999 
years of the road. Judge McAllister held this 
leasehold interest was a property right under the 
Remedial Eminent Domain act, which could only 
be taken after proper compensation made. The 
lessee not being a party to the condemnation pro- 
ceedings was not bound thereby, and was entitled 
toa day in court before its property could be 
taken. Deoree reversed. 

The case of Frank Cihok against Hynek Klekr 
and others was affirmed by the Appellate Court. 
This was a bill in effect to declare an alley running 
north and south from De Koven street southwardly 
to an alley and just west of Jefferson street to be 
a public alley and to prevent its closing. The Cir- 
cuit Court held the evidence was not enough to 
establish a dedication and’ dismissed the bill, and 
Judge Bailey affirmed the decree. 


GATES VS. GATES. 

Judge Gardner was occupied yesterday hearing 
the contested divorce case of Naomi J. Gates 
against Albert P. Gates. She charged bim with 
habitual drunkenness, occasional cruelty, and idle- 
ness, and refusal io support her, and he retorted 
that she often got drunk and went out late nights, 
and associating with men of: more than doubt- 
ful reputation. There was considerable 
bad feeling shown and A very odorous airing ot do- 
mestic scandal. He claimed he caught her kissing 
a man in 1872, and that she left him for six months, 
but he forgave her and they lived together again. 
She would stay out nights, however, until 12 or 
even 2 o'clock, and a short time ago he caught her 
again kissing aman. Shethen left him and has 
since been living with the man. The woman made 
a very vigorous dental of all the charges against 
her. She denied that she ever was drunk, or out 
late nichts, or neglected her husband, or followed 
other men, etc., etc. 

“I should like to ask Mr. Gates.“ she broke out, 
“who he went to New York with last——”’ 

“Never mind cross examining your husband,”’ 
said the court, as she glared at her husband, whe 
sat facing her unconcernedly. 

Do IL look like a woman who drank?” she in- 
quired a moment after, in answer to a question as 
to whether she ever was drunk. 

The attorney looked as though he would like to 
answer kes,“ but he only repeated his inter- 
rogatory, and she indignantly denied it. 

A long, low whistle from the husband was his 
commentary on her reply, and the bailiff looked 
inguiringly atthe Judge as if to see whether he 
should arrest the man for contempt of court.

The Clork of the Circuit Court bas been making 
some improvements as to the manner of taking 
care ot the files in his office, and has been going 
through the records to see what attorneys are de- 
linquent in returning files borrowed. Notices will 
be sent to all delinquents notifying them that 
unless the files are returned forthwith, 1 will be 
compelled under the rules to report the same to the 
court for further proceedings.“

an and George is dark. In Kentucky about 1877 the 
young man is said to have promised to wed the 
dusky fair, and after he came to Chicago he sent 
forher and contributed to the purchase of her 
bridal trousseau. When the happy morn arrived, 
however, the bridegroom did not. The case was 
tried last spring, resulting in a verdict of $1,000 in 
favor ot the injured plaintiff.

COMPELLED TO TO DISGORGE. 


THE COMPLICATIONS x8 OF J A PARTNERSHIP IN 
THE MANUFACTURE OF BARB WIRE SET- 
TLED BY THE COURTS. 

JOLig7, III., Nov. 4.—|Special.|—In the Will 
County Circuit Court this morning Judge 
Blanchard rendered his decision in the big 
barb-wire suit in which Daniel Robertson 1s 
plaintiff and H. B. Scutt defendant. In 1876 u 
barb-wire partnership was formed under the 
firm name of H. B, Scutt & Co. Mr. Scutt 
secured a patent for the firm, which is 
known as No. 180,856. This firm was dis- 
solved in 1879 and the Joliet Wire-Fence 
Company organized, in which James R. and 
Cyrus N. Ashley and H. B. Scutt were the 
owners of stock. The big Washburn, Moen & 
Co. monopoly sued the company, and it looked 

as though defeat was certain, so it was decided 

— make terms. Washburn refused to settle 

unless that company was dissolved and all its 

patents turned over to his company. This was 
done, and it included the famous patent, No. 

180,856, for which among other things the new 

firm of H. B. Seutt & Co., composed of 

H. B. Scutt, Daniel Robertson, and J. 

R. Ashley received 5.000 annual tonnage. 

Afterwards Mr. Ashley sold his interest 

to Mr. Robertson. It must be remembered 

that while the patents and tonnage were used 
as firm property, they were made out in the 
name of H. B. Scutt, believing that he alone 
was entitled to the benefits arising from the 
original patent. Mr. Scutt took the liberty of 
selling 40,000 tone of the tonnage of Oliver 

Bros. of Pittsburg, for which it is said he re- 

ceived $45,000. When Robertson and Scutt dis- 
solved partnership the latter refused to divide 

or account for thie $45,000, and- this suit was 
prought to compela sion. Judge Blanchard 
decides that the patént and tonnage were firm 
property, and Mr. Scutt must account to his 
partner for the sum of $22,500 and interest to 
date. 


THE CHINESE EVICTED. 


CELESTIALS DRIVEN FROM THEIR HOMES 
AT TACOMA, W. T. 

TACOMA, W. T., Nov. 4.—Yesterday being the 
time set for the Chinese leaving, many hundred 
citizens congregated at 9:30 o’clock and 
marched quietly along the streets to the Chi- 
nese houses, ordering the occupants to pack 
weir goods and leave.
